THIS noble family is deſcended from john de Waldegrave, Who 
was ſheriff. of London in the year 1205 and the ſeyenth of ig 
John. Sir Richard de Waldegrave, grandſon of John, in the ninth. 
of Edward III. was knight of the ſhire for the county of Lincoln, ang 
Sir Richard, his great grandſon, who was ſeated at Small- bridge, in the 
county of Suffolk, ud | repreſented it ſeveral times in parhament, was 
choſen in 1382, ſpeaker of the houſe of commons, but declining that 
honour, was obliged by the king's peremptory command to accept of it. — 
His ſon, Sir Richard, according to Stow, landed in 1462, in Bretany, at 
the head of 10,000 men, and reduced the town of Conquet, with the iſle ' 
of Rhee. Sir Thomas, grandſon of the laſt- mentioned Sir Richard,

| Jute confidence in any man than in him. Such was his influence in War- 


wickſhire, that he carried along with him to the parliament almoſt the 
whole county. He was of ſo much the more conſequence to his party, 
that by him they had the caſtle of Warwick, , which, by being ſituated in 
the heart of England, and fortified hy nature, proved a moſt convenient 
place of arms, and one of the ſtrongeſt of their garriſons, Not long after 
the battle of Edgehill, in Jan 1643, the lord Brooke was appointed 

and commander in chief (under the earl of Eſſex) of the aſſociated 
counties of Warwick and Stafford, and the parts adjacent. In conſequence 


of this, having taken a reſolution to diſlodge lord Cheſterfield, who had 


taken poſſeſſion of Litchfield with about three hundred men, he came be- 
fore the town with upwards of a thouſand horſe or foot, and a few ſmall 
cannon, and ſoon obliged lord Cheſterfield to quit it, and retire into the 
cloſe, or yard, belonging to the minſter. While his ſoldiers were aſſault - 
ing this place, lord Brooke, being withdrawn into an houſe to give direc- 
tions, as he was looking out of a window-for-that purpoſe, a muſket-ball

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. HIS antient family is U deſcended from Sir Allan Gower, ſhe · 


riff of the county of Vork, and lord of Stittenham, in that county, 

at the time of the Norman conqueſt; which eſtate of Stittenham is in 
poſſeſſion of the preſent earl. Laurence Gower was concerned with Tho- 
mas, earl of Lancaſter, in the murder of Piers Gaveſton, earl of Corn - 
wall, the favourite of Edward the Second, at Blacklow-hill, in War- 
wickſhire, 1312, for which, about two years after, he obtained that mo- 
narch's pardon. His ſon, Sir Nicholas, ſerved for the county of York 
in * ſeveral parliaments, in the reign of Edward III; and his grand - 
ſon, Sir John, who vas cotemporary with Chaucer, was eſteemed one of 
the belt poets of that age, and a great improver of the Engliſh language. 
He died ſoon after his and loving friend Chaucer, in 1402, at a very 
advanced age, having been blind ſome time before his deceaſe, and was 
buried in the church of St. Mary Overy's in Southwark, under a monu- 
ment which he had erected in his life-time, He is ſaid to have writ three 
pieces with the following titles; 1.

perviſor of all the buildings and fortifications of that town, as alſo of 
the caſtle of Warke, He was alſo marſhal of Berwick.

two daughters. Sir Thomas, the eldeſt ſon, who was born in 1584, had 
the honour of knighthood conferred upon him, and in 1620, was created 
a baronet by James I. He married Anne, daughter and coheir to John 
Doyley, of Merton, in the county of Oxford: he had iſſue beſides other 
ſons, Sir Thomas, who was knighted in 16430, and ſucceeded his father 
in his eſtate and title of baronet.

unis family emerged from obſcurity by the great abilities, both 
I as a lawyer and ſtateſman, of Philip, the late lord high-chancellor 


of Great-Britain, His lordſhip was educated in the ſtudy of the law at 


the Middle- Temple, and very early acquired great reputation in the 
knowledge and practice thereof. While a commoner, he ſerved in three 
parliaments, for Lewis and Seaford, in Suſſex. In 1720, he was ap- 
pointed follicitor-general to his majeſty, and knighted ; in 1223, was 
conſtituted attorney-general ; in 1733, after taking the degree of a ſerjeant 


at law, was made lord chief-juſtice of the court of King's Bench, created 


2 baron of Great-Britain, and choſen a governor of the Charter-houſe; 
in February, 1737, raiſed to the dignity of lord high- chancellor of Great- 
Britain ; in 1740, 1743, 1745: 1748, 1750, and 1752, nominated one of 
the lords juſtices for the adminiſtration of the government during his ma- 
jeſty's abſence ; in 1746, appointed lord high-iteward of England, for the 
trials of the earls of Kilmarnock, Cromartie, and lord Balmerino ; in

convicted of felony, whom for ſtrength of body, or other abilities, they 
may think fit to be employed in foreign diſcoveries, or other ſervices be- 
yond the ſeas; in another, to put in execution an act of the firſt of Eli- 
zabeth; intituled, an act reſtoring to the crown the antient juriſdiction 
over the ſtate eccleſiaſtical and ſpiritual, aad aboliſhing all foreign power 
repugnant to the ſame ; in another, to enquire into the exactions and 
abuſes committed in the ſeveral courts of juſtice, and other inferior courts 
within the realm; in another, for r- in caſes of prizes, 
taken by virtue of letters of marque; in another, for calling before them 
the officers of 8 wardrobes, in any of the king's honours, caſ- 
tles, or manor-houſes in England and Wales, and to an account of 
the wardrobe ſtuff in his, or their keeping; in another, to compound 
with the king's ſubjects, who held their eſtates by defective grants; in ano- 
ther; to lend as many ſhips, fitly prepared and victualled, as the lords of 
the council ſhould direct, in aid and eaſe of ſuch counties, as could noz 
- furniſh the ſame, as by the king's writs were required; in ano- 
ther, to hear and determine all quarrels between the ſubjects of his 
majeſty's colonies, in America, and their governors, that might be brought 
them; in another, for repairing and re-edifying the Tower of Lon- 
don; and alſo for annexing thereto fitting privileges, — and duties, 
the charge whereof to be borne out of the revenue and rights, antiently be- 
longing chereto ;; and ſeveral others. In 1634, he — a of -

This was ſo repreſented by his friends, 
that an addreſs was made by both houſes in his behalf, to which the kin 
ve a favourable anſwer, though in general words, So he reckoned that 
Ll wn ſafe, that being equivalent to an act of parliament, though it 
wanted the neceffary forms. Yet the great ſhare he had in the attainder of 
the earl of Strafford, and in the whole turn of affairs, to the total change 
of government, but above all the great opinion that was had of his parts 
and capacity to embroil matters again, made the court think it was ne- 
ceſſary to put him out of the way. He was naturally a very fearful man: 
this one, who knew him well, told me, and gave me eminent inſtances 
of it. He had a head as darkened in his notions of religion, as his mind 


was clouded with fear : for though he ſet up'a form of * en in 4 way 


of his own, yet it conſiſted rather in a withdrawing from all other forms, 
than in any new or particular forms or opinions; which he and his 
party were called Seekers, and ſeemed to wait for ſome new and clearer 
manifeftations. In theſe meetings, he preached and prayed often himſelf, 
but with ſo peculiar a darkneſs, that though I have ſometimes taken pains 
to ſee if I could find out his meaning in his works, yet I could never 
reach it. And ſince many others have ſaid the ſame, it may be reaſonable 
to believe, he had fomewhat, that was a neceſſary key to the reſt. His 
friends told me, he leaned to Origen's notion, of an univerſal ſalvation 


of all, both of devils, and the damned, and to the doctrine of 7 | 
to 


exiſtence, When he ſaw his death was deſigned, he compoſed himſel 
it with a reſolution that ſurprized all who knew how little of that 
was natural to him. He was beheaded on Tower-hill, where he died with 
ſo much compoſedneſs, that it was generally thought the government had 
loſt more than it had gained by his Jeath.”

young. William, the Jounger of the two ſurviving ſens, who fat ſome 
time in parliament for the county of Durham, and for Stoyming, in Suſ- 
ſex, and, in 1720, was created a viſcount and baron of the kingdom of 
Ireland, the title of viſcount Vane, and baron Duncannon, in the 
county of Tyrone, died ſuddenly in 1734, at his ſeat at Fairlawn, in 
Kent, a few days after he had been declared knight of the ſhire for the 
county.

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HERE were many families, or rather branches of one and the 
1 - fame family, that bore the name of Fox, ſettled very early in tha 
weſt of England. But of all of that name mentioned in our records, tha 
moſt famous was Richard Fox, the founder of Corpus-Chriſti college, in 
Oxford, a prelate of great learning, and of diſtinguiſhed abilities, ww, 
flouriſhed in the reigns of H VII. and VIII. was firſt; biſhop 
Exeter, afterwards of Bath and Wells, and of Durham, and at laſt of 
Wincheſter ; was alſo lord privy-ſeal to che firſt of the princes, juſt men- 
tioned, who employed him in a great variety of negociations, - in which 
he acquitted himſelf with admirable dexterity and addreſs. But as ĩt cannot 
with preciſion be determined from which of thoſe of that name that were 
anciently of any note, the preſent earl of Ileheſter is deſcended, we ſhall 
no farther back than Robert Fox, great-grandfather to-his-lordſhip of 
ſter, who was ſeated at Farley, in Wiltſhire ; and by his wife, Ag- 
nes, daughter of Stephen Whitlock, of.

Go- 
ing abroad with his brother after the battle of Worceſter, when he came 
to Paris, he was entertained 2— lord Percy, then chamberlain of 
| the king's houſehold, and gave ſo great ſatisfaction by his ability, induſ- 
try, honeſty, and diſcretion, that, in the end of the year 165 2, when 
his majeſty removed from Paris, the charge of governing the ex peng rf 
bis family, and payment of the wages of the ſervants, and iſſuing d all 
monies, as well on journies, as when the court refided any where, was 
committed to him: and his majeſly confided ſo much in his prudence and 
conduct, that he employed him in ſeveral! important ditpatches to the 
princeſs of Orange, his ſiſter, and alto to other perſons of the greatejt 
note in Holland.

meſs. In the firſt parliament called by George I, he was often ſeen'to at- 
tend the houſe, r then in the eighty- ſevench year of his age, having 
had the comfort and happineſs, to the conclufion of his life, not to be 
aſſlicted with any of the inſirmities of old age, which could make him 
the leaſt burdenſome either to himſelf, his friends, or his ſervants; Few 
have been known to get ſuch a fortune as he did, with ſo clear a character; 
or to paſs through a life ſo long, ſo various, and fo active, with ſo much 
wiſdom and integrity, and ſo good a name. What, no doubt, contributed 
not a little to his health and long life, was the ſweetneſs and cheerfulneſs 
of his temper, which he retained, with little or no interruption, to the 
extremity of old age. He was one of the beſt huſbands, parents, and 
maſters; ſhewing a ſpecial regard, and a more generous kindneſs to all 


who could claim the benefit of xelatipn to him, or of any particular inti- | 


macy, friendſhip, or connexion with him. Having built a houſe at Chiſ- 
wick, in Middleiex, he chiefly reſided there till his death, which hap- 
pened without any previous warning of ſickneſs, in the eighty-ninth year 
of his age, in 1716. By his will, he ſettled the maſt part of his eſtate on 
truſtees, for the benefit of his children, during their minorities, conſti- 
tuting dame Chriſtian Fox, his wife, ſole executrix of his will, and alſo

Not- 
withſtanding, in 1692, upon a ſurmiſe of an inſurtection in England, he 
was apprehended by a warrant from the privy-council, and, with the earl 
of Huatingdon, ſent priſoner to the Tower. The reaſon of this reverſe 
of fortune, and myſterious commitment, has never been fully underſtood. 
However, in the year 1698, when the duke of Glouceſter's houſehold

was ſettled, the king named his lordſhip for that young prince's governor, 


After that, during the king's abſence in Holland, he was three 

times appointed one of the lords juſtices of the kingdom, and, in 1701 
commander in chief of the. Engliſh forces in Holland, and 
ambaſſador extraordinary and plenipotentiary for the negociations at the 
te. Upon the acceſſion of queen Anne, he was continued in all thoſe 

high poſts ; he was alſo made a knight of the Garter, and declared cap- 
'tain-general of all her forces at home and abroad; and, in a few days 
after, ſent to Holland, as her ambaſſador and plenipotentiary, to give 
the ſtates the fulleſt aſſurances that ſhe would fulfill all the meaſures and 
engagements which the late king had entered into with them. The ſub- 
nent events of that glorious war are well known, and need not be here 
particularized. In March, 1703, his lordſhip was inſtalled a knight of the 
moſt noble order of the Garter, by his proxy, Sir Benjamin Bathurſt, having 
been, on the fourteenth of December preceding, created duke of Marlbo- 
rough, and marquis of Blandford ; at which time was conferred upon him a 
t for life of five thouſand ds per annum out of the revenue of 
Poſt-Office, which, by a ſubſequent act of parliament, was entailed 
upon his poſterity. In March, 1705, after his victory at Blenheim, the 
honour and manor of Wood ſtock, and hundred of Wotton, were veſted in 
his grace, and his heirs for ever, rendering to the queen, her heirs and 
ſucceſſors, on the ſecond of Augult, in every year for ever, at the caſtle 
of Windſor, one ftandard or colours, with three fleur de laces painted 
thereon, for all manner of rents, ſervices, &c. On account of the ſame 
glorious victory, the emperor conferred upon him the title and dignity of 
a prince of the empire, by the title of prince of Mindelheim, in the cir- 
cle of Suabia. In 1706, the honour and manor of Woodſtock, and the 
houſe of Blenheim, which had been built for him at the public expence, 
were annexed by act of parliament, after the ducheſs of Marlborough's 
death (upon whom they were ſettled in jointure) to the inheritors of his

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e's honours and titles, which were to go by the ſame act to his eldeſt 
hter, and the heirs male of her body; and then to all the other 
daughters ſucceſſively, according to the ar pl of their birth, and the 
heirs male of their reſpective bodies. When the duke, who had former- 
1y been looked upon as a Tory, found that the Whips were ayerſe'to the 
carrying, on the war, he and his friends declared for the Whigs; in con- 
Tequence of which, when her majeſty changed her Whig miniſtry for a 
Tory one, ſhe pore the Xe of che army to the duke of Ormond, 
and the duke of Marlborough ſoon after either reſigued, or was turned 
cut of all his other places and em loyments. His grace and his friends 
then entered into a yigorous o tion to the court meaſures ; but when 
the treaty of Utrecht was concluded, and he ſaw that either a civil war, 
or an entire ſubmiſſion to thoſe meaſures muſt follow, he reſolved to re- 
tire beyond ſeas, He ſet out on the 24th of November, 1712; from Do- 
ver, and on the firſt of December landed at Oftend, where he was re- 
ceived under a triple diſcharge of all the cannon upon the ramparts, He 
afterwards, viſited moſt of the Dutch iſons, and repaired to Aix la 
Chapelle, to which place his ducheſs followed him, in the beginning of 
6 February, 1713. But having received advice that her majeſty's health 
was declining very faſt, and diviſions 3 high among the 10 
his grace reldved to ſet out immediately for England. Accordingly, 
repaired to Oſtend, where after being detained a fortnight by contrary 
winds, he landed at Dover the very. day the queen died, and entered

When George I. came over, his grace was treated with particular diſ- 
tinction, and made captain-general of the land forces, colonel of the firſt 
regiment of foot-guards, and maſter of the ordnance.

Sir Robert de Willoughby, in 
the thirty-third of Edward I. obtained a charter for free warren in all his 
demeſne lands in Ereſby and Willoaghby, in the county of Lincaln ; aud 
in the ſeventh of Edward II. had ſummons to parliament among the ba- 
rons of the realm. He died in the tenth of Edward II. leaving iſſue by 

Margaret his wife, daughter of William de Ferrers, earl of Derby, John, 


his fan and heir, who received the honour of, knighthood in the twentieth 


of Edward II. and in the twentieth of Edward III. was in the famous 
battle of Creſſy, where the Engliſh obtained a glorious victory.

T HIS family took their name from the town of High-Leigh, in 
Cheſhire, where they reſided before the Norman conqueſt. "3 
Robert Leigh, of Adlington, in Cheſhire, who died in 1369, by Sibil, 

his wife, daughter of —— Handford, and "filter to Henry de Hanford, 
of Handford, in the county aforeſaid, had a ſon, Sir Robert Leigh, pro- 
nitor of the Leighs of Adlington, and two daughters. According to 
* viſitation-book of Cheſhire, this Robert had by the ſame lady, a ſe- 
cond ſoh, Sir Peter Leigh, of Maxfield; though other authorities make 
him — — of a ſecond wife, Maud, daughter and heir of Adam de Nor- 
95 1 Peter Le h, aforeſaid, of Maxfield, and Lyme, eſpouſed Marga- 
ret, widow of Sir John Savage, of Clifton, Knt. and daughter and heir 
of Sir Thomas Dangers, jun. of Bradley and Clifton, by whom he had 
a ſon of his 0wn name. He ſerved from his youth in the wars of France, 
and bore the banner of Edward, prince of Wales (commonly called the 
black 3 at the battle of Creſſey, in 1346, where he took the earl 
of Tankerville priſoner. But, as Hollinſhed relates, being one of king 
Richard's faithful and truſty friends, he Joſt his life, whilſt the king was 
in the caſtle of Conway: for the duke of Lancaſter coming. to Cheſter, in 
his way to Conway, commanded his head to be ſtruck off, and ſet upon 
one of the higheſt turrets about the city, for oppoſing him; and joft be- | 
fore Sir Robert Leigh, of Adlington, and Sir John Leigh, were ſent from 
Cheſter to treat with the duke of Lancaſter (afterwards king of England, 
by the name of Henry TV.) for the city and county of Cheſter, in order 
'to their ſubmitting to him. 70 5 . Sein 
Sir Peter Leigh, ſon of the former, ſerving under the victorious king 
Henry V. in his wars in France, was made à knight banneret, and, in 
1414, was ſtain at the battle of Agincourt. He was twice married. By

Thomas, the ſecond, anceſtur to the lord Leigh, was bred up under 
Sir Rowland Hill; ſon of Thomas Hill, of Hodnet, in Shropſhire, a 
rich merchant, and lord-mayor-of London, who, at length, on account 
of his knowledge and induitry, made him his factor beyond ſea ; in which 
truſt he acquitted himſelf ſo well, that Sir Rowland, having no child, 
gave him in marriage his favourite niece, daughter to John Barker, alias 
overall, of Wolverton, in Shropſhire, by Elizabeth his wife, daughter 
of Thomas Hill, on whoſe iſſue he entailed the greateſt part of his eſtate, 
This Sir Thomas Leigh, in 1555, was one of the ſherifts of London, 
and, at the death of queen Mary, lord-mayor of London: it was during 

his mayoralty that he was knighted. He died at London in 1571, and 
was buried in Mercers chapel; in which company he had taken up his 
freedom.

accounts; and ſuſpecting, that if he was countenanced by the earl of 
Eſſex, that he would bring thoſe things to light that would much preju-

Accoxdingly the queen gave orders not only for his immediate enlarge- 
ment, but for paying all the fees, and other expences he had incurred, 
during his conhnement. She alſo appointed Sir George Carey, of Cock- 
ington, to be treaſurer, of Ireland, in place of Wallop; conferred upon 
Mr. Boyle, the office of clerk. of the council of Munſter, and recom- 
mended him to Sir George Carey, then lord preſident of Munſter: where- 
upon he bought a ſhip, loaded her with ammunition and victuals, and 
got ſafe with her to the caſtle of Carrig Teyl-Kerry, in Munſter, which 
the lord-prefident and the army were then beſieging. As ſoon as it was 
taken, he was {worn clerk of the council, and preſently after made a juſ-

And whereas he had paid 
to John Lodden, for a bridge built over the river Nare, near Caſtle- 
comer, which he was bound in an obligation of 200 I. to perfect, and 
perform ſtrongly and ſubſtantially; but did it deceitfully; whereby, as 
ſoon as it was finiſhed, part thereof was overthrown: he therefore affigns 
the ſaid John Lodden's bond to his ſon and heir, whom he ghuuſts to ſee 
that wor ſtrongly and, ſpeedily finiſhed ;, and begueaths 1201. more to- 
wards it, and his arms in ſtone to be put thereon. And as he.efleemed it 
a work of great charity, tending to the eaſe and ſafety of travellers, to 
have Bennet's-bridge repaired or new built, if the marquis of — 
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and gentlemen of the county of Kilkenny, would contribute thereto, her 
bequeathed'2001. towards it. And whereas he had been at great charges for

| hand, ſpent all that he had, and was able to do no more ; that he grieved not at 
his own loſſes, or wants, though they had been very great; but to ſee theſe ſeaſoned 
. and well diſciplined companies, (x00 of whom were then worth triple the number of 
freſh men] without 1 or pay, alflicted him e xceedin "2M Theſe, and a few other 
Jetcers of his, that did not periſh in the conflagration of Charleville-houſe, ſhew him to 
have been a brave, benevolent, and wiſe man, even in his laſt years, riſquing his whole 
ny and fortune on the ſame bottom with the Proteſtant intereſt in Ireland, Sir Ri- 
chard Cox, in his Hiftory of Ireland, gives this account of him : “ The noble eatl of 
Cork, lord high treaſurer, was one of the moſt extraordinary perſons either that or any 
other age hath produced, with reſpect to the great and juſt acquiſitions of eſtate that he 
made, and the public works that be began and finiſhed, for the advancement of the 
Engliſh intereſt and the Proteſtant religion, in IreJand ; as churches, alms-houſes, free- 
ſchools, bridges, caſtles, and_towns, viz. Lifmore, Tallow, Cloghmakilty, Iniſkeen, 
Caſtictown, and Bandon, (which laſt coft him 14,0001,) infomuch, that when' Crom- 
well ſaw theſe prodigious improvements, which he little expected ro find in Ireland, he 


declared, “ That if there had been an earl of Cork in every province, it would have been 


impoſſible for the Iriſh to have raiſed a rebellion,” —And whilft he was carrying ot theſe 
important expenſive works, he lived in his family at a rate of plenty, that exceeded 
thoſe who conſumed t eltates in rhe laviſh ways of il|-ordered exceſs, His motto, 
God's Providence is my Inheritance,” ſhews, to whom he aſcribed all his bleſſings 
and ſucceſſes, of which the numerous and noble poſt he had to leave his eſtate to, was 
none of the leaft.””

Roger Boyle, ſecond ſurviving ſon of the t earl of Cork, was 
knighted in 1628, before he was ſe.en years of age, and next year, was 
created a peer of the kingdom of Ire and, by the tile and title of lord Brog- 
hill, baron of Broghill, in the county of Cork; afterwards created into a 


lordſhip and manor. After his education in the college of Dublin, he 


was ſent to travel, and returned to England in 1639. In 1641, he had 
the command of a troop of horſe raiſed by his father, and —_— 
himſelf in ſeveral encounters with the Iriſh rebels. In 1642, though he 
had but 60 horſe, and 140 foot, yet he boldly charged a party of rebels 
ſtrongly poſted near Capoquin, killed exo of their beſt captains, and 200 
of their ſoldiers, with vecy little loſs. The ſame year, he, with three of © 
his brothers, obtained a compleat victory at Liſcarrol, over the rebels, 
keaded by fix lords of their party. In the engagement, his brother, the 
lord Kjnalmeaky, was killed, and his lotdſhip ventured fo far, that he was - 
taken priſoner, but 9 by che courage of ſome of bis

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own men. His lordſhip ated with vigour againſt them till che ceſſation 
of arms in 1643. Which he carneſtly oppoſed, foreſeeing it would be de- 
ſtructiye to the proteſtant intereſt in Ireland. For, that reaſon, he and 
other Proteſtants not only preſented a petition againſt it to the marquis of 
Ormond and the council of Ireland, but alſo writ. to the king, from 
whom they had ſuch a diſſatisfactory anſwer, that che lord Broghill. (who ..

Next year, he had 
the command of a regiment and an independent company in his majeſty's 
ſervice; and witk John, lord viſcount Maſſareen, was made collector of 
all ſuch monies, as were preſcribed by his majeſty's declaration of No- 
vember 30, 1660. In January, 1661, he and the lord chancellor were 
ſworn lords juſtices, on the death of the earl of Montrath, and continued 
in / the government till July 1662, when the duke of Ormond was ſworn 
lord lieutenant; In 1663, he obtained a patent for fairs and markets to 
he held for ever in his two villages of Rathgogran, called Charleville and 
Ballymartra, now Caſtlemark: and by his great credit with the king, he 
afterwards got thoſe two places to be erected into boroughs, which return 
four: members to the parliament of Ireland; with the nomination of re- 
corders; town=-clerks, clerks of the market, and other officers to him and 
his heirs for ever. In the ſame year, he is ſaid to have diſcovered to the lord 
lieutenant a deſign of the fanatics to ſeize the caſtle of Dublin, whereby it 
was ſcaſonably prevented. In 1667, having intelligence, that the duke 
de Beaufort, admiral of France, intended to make a deſcent on Kinſale;

over the deſign. In 1669, his lordſhip, in conſequence of a, miſunder- 
ſtandiog that happened between the duke of Crmond and him, was de- 
prived of the prefidentſhip of Munſter. Vet as a recompence tor the loſs 
of that place, his majeſty preſented him with 8000 l. and mediatod a re- 
conciliation: between: him and the duke of Ormond: In 1670, having 
obtained his majeſty's leave, he began to erect a fort for the detence of the 
harbour of Kinſale, which was afterwards called Charles-fort, -and ren- 
ders that harbour, as it is one of 8 beſt, alſo one of the ſafeſt in the

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kingdom. He concerned himſelf pc Gone afterwards in public affairs, 
but ſpent the remainder of his life, which terminated in October, 1679, 
chiefly in a chriſtian preparation for eternity. He was buried, according 
to his deſire, in the collegiate church of Youghall, in the iſle where his 
dear decraſed father had erected a monument or tomb, and at his feet, 
without vain pomp or oſtentation. In his laſt will, he writes him 
Roger, earl of Orrery, governor of his majeſty's caſtle and city of 
Limerick, major-general of his majeſty's army in Irelaud, and one 
of his majeſty's moſt honourable 2 9p of England and Ire- 
land.

| YT HERE atv ſeveral illuſtricus flmilies of the farhame' of Hay, that 


have flouriſhed for divers centuries, not only in Scotland, but in 
France and Italy.

ears of age, he was introduced into the court of king James VI. by his 
— Sir James Hay, afterwards earl of Carliſle, before- mentioned, 
with the character of a gentleman well qualified by his breeding and ta- 
Tents for any ſervice his majeſty ſhould honour him with. By that intro- 
duction, and his fine accompliſhments, he ſo far engaged the king's 
eſteem, that he ſoon made him one of the gentlemen of the bed-chamber, _ 
honoured him with the dignity of knighthood, and, in 1598, gave him 
the diſſolved Carthuſian priory-of Perth. When king James was, by the 
artifice of John Ruthven, third earl of Gowry, and bis brother Alexan- 
der, decoyed, in 1690, from Falkland to Perth, Sir George was one of 
his majeſty's retinue, and had the honour to be inſtrumental in reſcuing 
him from theſe two noblemen's attempts upon his life, which ended in 
their deſtruction, and forfeiture not only of the title and eſtate of Gowry, 
but even the proſcription of the name of Ruthven, which, by act of par- 
hament made after that conſpiracy, none were allowed to carry. In 1616, 
Sir George was made clerk-regiſter of Scotland, which is much the ſame 
as maſter of the rolls in England, and which he held till the year 1622, 
when, on the death of Alexander Seton, earl of Dumfermling, he was 
appointed lord high chancellor of Scotland, in his room, and acquitted 
himſelf in that great and weighty employment with ſuch integrity and 
honour, as recommended him to the favour of Charles I. who created him 
lord viſcount Dupplin, and lord Hay, of Kinfawns, in 1627, and, in 
1633, advanced him to the dignity of earl of Kinnoul, with limitation 
to his heirs male.

He drew them out with a pencil, and 
they were afterwards very curiouſly engraven on copper - plates, at the 
charge of his relict, daughter of Sir Henry Bernard, Knt. and printed 
with this title : Ornithologie libri. tres: inquibut aves omnes Hactenus 
Nun.

William Godolphin, eldeſt ſon of Sir Francis, was one of thoſe gen- 
tlemen of quality who accompanied Robert, earl of Eſſex, in his expedi- 
tion to Ireland againſt the rebels in 1599; and, for his valour, was 
2 by the ſaid earl on his return to Dublin. So far had he ſigna- 
lized himſelf in Ireland, both by his courage and conduct, that, on the 
Spaniſh invaſion, in the latter end of the year 1600, he was in ſuch 

eem with the lord Montjoy, lord-deputy of Ireland, that he entruſted 
him with the command of his own brigade of horſe, in the decifive battle 
between the queen's forces, and the Spaniards and rebels, fought within 
a mile of Kinſale ; which victory was principally owing to his gallant 
ſervice; for he broke tkrough the whole body of Spaniards, entirely 
routed them, and took their chief commander priſoner; whereupon the 
Iriſh immediately threw away their arms and fled. In this action he was 
lightly ao in the thigh with a halbert; but in fix days after was fo 
well recovered, that when Don John d' Aquila, commander of the Spa- 
niards in the town of Kinſale, offered a parley, deſiring the lord - deputy, 
that ſome gentlemen of ſpecial truſt and ſufficiency might be ſent into the 
town to confer with him, and to receive his propoſals, he was employed 
in the negociation, which was brought to a concluſion in January, 1601, 
the Spaniards agreeing to quit all places in that . Sir William 
afterwards performed divers ſervices againſt the rebels. In 1603, he 
commanded in the province of Leinſter; and the rebels being at laſt en- 
tirely ſuhdued, returned to England ſoon after the death of queen Eliza- 
beth, In the firſt parliament of king James, he was unanimouſly choſen 
one of the knights of the ſhire for the __ of Cornwall. At his death, 
which happened in the year 161 3, in his father's life-time, he left iſſue 
by his wife, daughter and heir of Thomas Sidney, of Wrighton, in the 
county of Norfolk, Eſq; three ſons, Francis, Sidney, and William Go- 
dolphin; and a daughter, married to Sir Charles Betkeley, lord viſcount 
Fitzharding. Francis, the eldeſt, ſucceeded his father and grandfather; 
Sidney, the ſecond, a young gentleman of great parts and virtues, and 
one of the moſt eminent poets of his time, loſt his life in the royal cauſe, 
at Chagford, in Devonſhire, and was buried in the chancel of the church 
of Okehampton, in the ſame count; and William, the youngeſt, had 
the command of a regiment in the Welt, and performed many ſignal ſer- 
vices for Charles I. in ſeveral remarkable actions. 

Francis, the eldeſt ſon, inherited a great eſtate on the death of his 
grandfather, Sir Francis. In the firit of Charles I. he was returned to

neſs with great method, and fo much temper,” that he had no perſonal

ligion from popety- He was born at Hawkeſhead, within the liberty of 


Furneſe, in Lancaſhire, where he built a free ſchool, and endowed-it with 
301. annum, for a maſter and uſher, out of lands in Hawkſhead, and 
tenements in Yorkſhire. It is 8 by truſtees, according to 
ſtatutes given by the founder, who was one of the firſt, who — to 
the proteſtant religion, and, for that reaſon, choſe a voluntary exile in 
Germany, during the cruel perſecuting reign” of queen Mary. He was 
educated” in 'St. John's colley 
doctor of divinity in that univerſity, about the year 1552, when he had 
a grant of à prebend within the church of Carliſle. In 1549, he was 
maſter of Catharine-hall,-and vice-chancellor of the univerſity of Cam- 
bridge ; and ſo rruly zealous for the reformation, thatfearing an alteration 
in * he ſhewed himſelf of the party of lady Jane; yet did not 


thereby ſo deeply incor the diſpleaſure of the adverſe party, but that his 


friends prevailed with the queen for his pardon; ſo that after a year's im- 


priſonment, he was ſet at liberty. But no ſooner was he enlarged, than 
| fled into Germany, where he continued till after the death of queen 


Mary, when r N. his voluntary exile, he was conſecrated 
biſhop of Worceſler, from which fee he was tranſlated to London, and 
thence again to the archbiſhopric of York. He made his eſcape out of 
England immediat-!y after bejng diſcharged from his impriſonment, be- 
enuſe he obſerved the fury coming on all that were reſolyed to __ 


n 


e in Cambridge, and took his degree of 
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their religion, and not comply with the newly reſtored” papal fa 
tions. The place he choſe for his refidence was Straſburgh, where the 
oſpel was profeſſed,” and where he openly declared himſelf a proteſtant, 
Favin for his fellow exiles” and companions, John Poynet, biſhop of 
Windhefter, Edmund Grindal, afterwards archbiſhop of York and Can- 
terbury, with others of the clergy ; and thele learned knights, Sir John 
'Cheeke, Sir Richard Monſon, Sir Anthony Cooke, Sir Peter Carew, Sir 
Thomas Wroth, and many more, mentioned by Bayle. Mr. Fox, in his 
book of martyrs, gives a full account of his impriſonment and troubles ; 
but they were the lighter, and the more ſupportable, that his keepers hap- 
pened to be ſecretly well-wiſhers to the cauſe of the reformers ;" and it ap- 
pears, that his enlargement was owing to the intereſt and mediation of Sir 
Thomas Holcroft, the knight marſhall, in whoſe priſon he was then con- 
-fined. So far did Sir Thomas's friendſhip extend, that, though Gar- 
diner, biſhop of Winchefter, who-had the whole man ent, during that 
reign, told him that he muſt not ſer doctor Sandys at liberty, till he had 
found two ſureties, each to be bound in'5ool. that he would not quit the 
realm, without licence; yet no perſuations could prevail with the 
doctor to enter into bonds, laying, That as he came a freeman into 
priſon, he would not go out a bondſman ; and that, as he could not be- 
nefit his friends, he would not hurt them; and that he would not ſtay fix 
days in the realm, if he could get out of it;“ concluding with theſe 
words: If therefore I may not get forth free, ſend me to the Marſhalſea 
again, and chere you will be ſure of me.“ Sir Thomas, with great ge- 
erofity, made anſwer, '** Seeing you cannot be altered, I wilt” change 
y purpoſe, and yield to you. Come of it what will, I will ſet you at 
liberty; and ſeeing you mind to go over ſea, get you gone quickly as you 
can. One thing only I require of you, that 'while you are there, you 
write nothing to come hither, for you may undo me.” Ther he kindly 
kiſſed Dr. Sandys, and bid him farewell, ſaying, Let me anſwer Win- 
chelter, as I may;” and commanded the keeper to take no fees of him. 
From the Marſhalſea, he went directly to the King's Bench, and there 
talked with Mr. Bradford, who had formerly been his fellow priſoner, 
and Robert Farrer, biſhop of St. David's. He comforted them, and they 
raiſed God for his happy deliverance. Then he went by Winchefter- 
ſe and there took boat, on his way to William Banks, his friend in 
London, with whom he remained one night, and, the next, ſhifted to 
another wth houſe, where he learned that Karch was making for him. 
Doctor Watſon and Mr. Chriſtopherſon, of the univerſity of Cambrid 
coming to- the biſhop of Winchefter's, the chancellor of England, and 
tellin . that he had ſet at liberty the greateſt heretic in England, who 
* of all others had moſt corrupted the univerſity, the biſho Lat for all 
the conſtables of London, commanding them to watch for doctor Sandys 
and told them, that whoever of them ſhould bring him to him, tho 
have 51, for his pains.” Upon intelligence of this, the doctor, for 
greater ſafety, conveyed himſelf by night, to Mr. Bertie's houſe, a ſtranger, 
| Who had been a little time in the Marſhalſhea-priſon with him, and was a 
good Proteſtant, and lived in Mark-lane, where he was fix days, He af. 
ards wer.t to Mr, Hurleſton, a ſkinner, in Cornhill, where he cauſed 
his ſervant to provide two geldings, to carry him into Eſſex, ta Mr. 
Sandys, his father-in-law, where his wife was. At his going to bed in 
Hurleſton's houſe, he obſezved a pair of hoſe two long for him, made, 
whili he was in the Tower, by one Benjamin, a Proteſtant, 3 
P | Hu:

Normandy, that, after his victory over Harold, king of England, he 
Tent him to ſubdue the northern of that realm: which having ſuc- 
ceſsfully performed, be was rew with no leſs than forty-three lord- 
Thips in the Eaſt and Weſtridings of Yorkſhire, and fifty-oue in the 
North-riding of that county, where the manor and caſtle of Skelton was 
the capital of his barony. He likewiſe obtained by conqueſt, and othet 
was Hart and Hertneſs, in the biſhopric of Durham. This Robert 
died about the year 1100, according to ſome writers, but, according to 
others, about the year 1094, and left iſſue a ſon and ſucceſſor, - | 

Robert de Bruis, ſecond lord of Skelton, a man of great worth and

This Robert was eminent for 135 piety and devotion, which he ſhewed 
according to the cuſtom of thoſe times, by founding a monaſtery for ca- 
nons regular of St. Auſtin, at Giſborough, in Cleveland, and endowing 
it with twenty carucates of land, each carucate then containin 5

T's ſurname of this noble family is ſaid to be a compound of the 


French words, forte and vu, ſignifying a ſtrong ſhield, and that 
hetr anceſtor, a ſoldier of extraordinary ſtrength and courage, had it 
from his bearing à huge ſtrong ſhield, before William, duke of Normandy, 


at the battle of Haſtings, againſt king Harold. The motto of the fa- 


mily-arms ſeems indeed pretty plainly to allude to ſuch a circumſtance, 
being, forte ſcutum, ſalus ducum, that is, A ſtrong ſhield is the ſafety, or ſe- 
_ of generals. Thus much appears from Doomſday-book, viz. that 
the Conqueror gave 'Wimondeſtone, Wimſtone, or Winſton (as it is now 
written) in the hundred of Armington, in Devonſhire; to an officer of 
that name at the aforefaid battle, of which his poſterity retained the poſ- 
ſeſſton till the reign of queen Elizabeth.

The family's firſt ſettling in Warwickſhire is attributed to king Hen

LORD ARCHER: 


HIS noble family is deſcended from Fulbert P Archer, who came 
over from Normandy with William the Conqueror, and is one of 


the moſt ancient in the county of Warwick, having been ſettled at Om- 


berſlade therein, ever ſince the reign of Henry II. Robert PArcher alſo 


accompanied his father into England with William the Conqueror, and 
was in ſuch eſtimation for his learning, that the ſaid king appointed him 


to inſtruct his ſon, king Henry I. then prince, who, when he came to be 
king, ſhewed how well he was ſatisfied with his preceptor, by gratefully 
and generouſly conferring upon him ſeveral manors and lands in the county 

Henry II. confirmed to William Archer, his ſon. 


the Firſt's reſiding more in that county than in any other, and likewiſe 
his favourites, Henry of Newborough, made by him the firſt earl of War. 
wick, after the Conqueſt, and Geffery, lord Clinton, lord chamberlain 
and lord treaſurer to the ſaid king. From a deed in the poſſeſſion of lord 


Archer, it appears, that Henry de Vilers granted to Robert PArcher, and 


Seliit his wife, and the heirs of Seliit, his whole lands in Omberſtade, in 
wood and in plain, except the lands that William de Wiſtancroft held of 


him, paying two marks of filver, and fix pennies, yearly to him, at the 


feaſt of Michaelmas, for all ſervices thereto belonging. It appears alſo 
by the deeds, that the ſaid Robert Archer had three Aas, William, Ri- 

ard, and John. William, the eldeſt, had a confirmation from Henry 
II. as we obſerved already, of the manors, lands, &c. granted to his fa- 
ther, Robert l' Archer, by king Henry I. He had alſo, in the beginning 
of king John's reign, a cquſiderable grant of lands in Tanworth (in 


which pariſh Omberſlade is fituated) from Walleran de Newburgh, earl of 


Warwick, ſet forth by ſpecial boundaries, according to the cuſtom of thoſe 
times. In the nineteenth of Henry III. 1235, he obtained a bull from 
Pope Gregory IX. empowering him to build a chapel at Omberſlade, and 
to have a chaplain of his own, He had iſſue (as appears by deeds) by 
Margery, his wife, two ſons, John and Thomas, and two daughters, 
Joan and Ifabel. John, the eldeſt ſon, being champion to Thomas, eal 
of Warwick, obtained a ſpecial charter from the ſaid earl, to himſelf and 
his heirs, for freedom to hunt and hawk every where, within the territo- 
ries of Tanworth, except the park; and to exerciſe all other liberties be- 
longing to the earl, within Monkſpath and Omberſlade, paying unto 


him, and his heirs, twelve broad arrow-heads, and a couple of capons 


yearly at Whitſuntide, as an acknowledgment. He had other grants in 
the pariſh of Tanworth ; and died, as appears by the inquifition taken 
after his death, in the thirty-fifth of Henry III. having had iſſue, by 


- Chriſtian, his wife, four ſons and two daughters. John, the eldeſt fon, 


was ſucceſſor to his father; Thomas, the ſecond, was lord prior of St. 
John of Jeruſalem, in England, and refided at the hoſpital, ſituated in 
the ſquare at Clerkenwell, now denominated from thence, St. John's 
ſquare, that hoſpital being the chief ſeat in England of the Knights of 
St. John of Jeruſalem, or knights hoſpitallers, as they were alſo called, 
from having an hoſpital at Jeruſalem for the accommodation of pilgrims, 


and other Chriſtians. Theſe knights are ſaid to have had once 19,000 x

The ſame 
year he was again in the wars of France wich Thomas Beauchamp, earl 
f Warwick, who, as a mark of his favcur, cbnferred on him, tor life, 
in the firſt of Richard II. a conliderable yearly rent, iſſuing out of ſeveral 
tenements of the ſaid ecrl's in Worceſter. He was in ſuch repute for his 
: juſtice and integrity, that in the fourteenth of Richard 1I. Thomas Col- 
tins, of Tanworth, conveyed to him divers lands for the foundation of 
. a chantry, and maintenance of two prieſts, to celebrate divine ſervice for 
-excr, at the altar of St. Catharine, in the church of Tanworth; and he 
had a ſpecial 7 from pope Boniface IX. for ſuch a confefor as 
he and his wiſe ſhould approve of, that might pronounce plenary remiſ- 
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ſion to them of all their ſins, whereof, with contrite hearts, they ſhould 
make confeſſion at the time of their deaths. By Agnes, bis wife, daugh- 
ter of Sir Walter Cokeſey, of Cokeſey, in Worceſterſhire, he had iſto 
three ſons, viz. Thomas, who died at full age, unmarried ; Richard, 
who became his heir, and Henry. He died at the 65 of eighty-four 
years, in the fourth of Henry VI. 1425, having been bed-ridden for about

© Richard, his ſecond ſon and heir, was one of thoſe perſons of note in 
Warwickſkire, who had command, in the ſeventh of Henry V. to ſerve 
the King in perſon, all that were required to do ſo, being ſuch (as the 
words of the wal Ppore) that did bear ancient arms from their anceſtors. 
In the ninth of Henry VI. he had ſummons to attend the king in France, 
to be preſent at his coronation there, He was thrice married; ' firſt, to 
Alice, daughter to William Hugford, of Hugford, and Middleton, in 
Shropſkiire, widow of Sir Thomas Lucy, of Charlecote, Knt. and heir 
to William Hugfard, ber brother, by whom he had iſſue, John Archer, 
his ſucceſſor 3 j Sug lng to Margaret, reli&t of Thomas Newport, of Er- 
call, in Shropſhire, anceſtor to the earls of Bradford; in conſequence of 
which, he was ſheriff of Shropſhize in the ninth of Henry VI; thirdly, 
to Joan, daughter and heir of William Ley, of Scotfold, in Stafford- 
ſhire, whence, in the twentieth of Henry VI. he was made ſheriff of 
that cqunty, By his laſt will and teſtament, wherein- he- deſigns himſelf 
of Scotfold, in the dioceſe of Litchfield and Coventry, he orders his 
body to be;buried in the church of St, Mary Magdalen, at Tanworth, to 
which he bequeaths four marks. He orders alſo, that twelve pounds of 
wax ſhould be burnt about his hearſe on the day of his funeral; and that 
ight new torches ſhould be lighted at his exſequies, eſpecially during the 
8 of maſs, to be heſd by eight poor men, each of them havin 
a ruſſet gown, with meat and drink for that day. He bequeaths to Sir 
Thomas: Smith, his chaplain, 20s. and was a benefactor to ſeveral 
other churches, monaſteries, and religious fraternities. It appears, that 
he died when he was in the eighty-fixth year of his age, in the eleventh 
of Edward IV. 1471, and chat he was ſucceeded by his grandſon, John,

Andrew Archer, Eſq; who was ſucceſſor to bis father, lerved in ſeveral 


parliaments for the county of Warwick, Ia 1711, he, with the hogour- 
able Edward Stawell, Eſq; afterwards lord Stawell, and Sir Henry Bella- 
ſis, were appointed, in conſequence of an addreſs from the commons to 
the queen, commiſſioners, with. full powers and inſtructions to enquire 
into the numbers and quality of the forces in her majeſty's pay in Spain 
and Portugal, and to examine the ſtate of the payments and accompts re- 

lative to the ſaid forces, and to the garriſons of Portmahon aud Gibral-

1722, Mr. Archer, contenting himſelf with the honour of having been 
elected for the county of Warwick in ſix parliaments, and with the ſatis- 
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faction of having ſhewn a ſteady zeal for the ſervice of his country, whilft 
he ſat in parliament, and alſo in the faithful execution of the commiſſion 
that he was entruſted with, choſe then to retire from public buſineſs, and 
reſided chiefly at his family ſeat at Omberllade, which he had rebuilt in

N our account of the family of his grace, the duke of St. Alban's, 
Ve obſerved, that lord Vere Beauclerk was third fon of Charles, firſt 
duke of St. Alban's, by his wife, the lady Diana Vere, eldeſt daughter, 
and, at length, ſole heir of the _ honourable Aubrey de Vere, the 
+ twentieth and laſt earl of Oxford, of that illuſtribus family. His lord- 
'ſhip was born in 1699; and entering early into a maritime life, diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf in ſeveral commands. He was firſt captain of the Lyme 
man of war, with which he was ſtationed in the Mediterranean from 1721 
to 1727 ; his lordſhip was afterwards captain of the Hampton-court, one 
of the ſquadron under Sir Charles Wager, that failed from Spithead in 
July, 1731, to introduce the Spaniſh garriſons into Tuſcany, and re- 
turned from thence with Sir Charles, and part of the ſquadron, to St. 
Helen's, in December of the ſame year. In March, 1738, being then 
one of the commanders of his majeſty's navy, he reſigned his command, 
and was conſtituted one of the commiſſioners for executing the office of 
high admiral of Great-Britain and Ireland ; in which place he continued, 
with ſome intermiſſions, till July, 1749, when he reſigned. In 1748, 
his lordſhip, after gradual promotions, was conſtituted admiral of the blue 
ſquadron. He ſerved in ſeveral parliaments as one of the members, ei- 
ther of New Windſor, in Berkſhire, or Plymouth, in Devonſhire, In 
1750, his late majeſty was 2 to create him a peer of Great- Britain, 
by the ſtile and title of lord Vere, of Hanworth, in the county of Mid- 
dleſex; in 1761, upon the reſignation of his nephew, the preſent duke 
of St. Alban's, he was appointed lord - lieutenant and cuſtos- rotulorum of 
the county of Berks. By his lady, eldeſt daughter and coheir of Thomas 
Chambers, of Hanworth, in the county of Middleſex, Eſq; and ſiſter to 
the counteſs Temple, he had iſſue three ſons and a daughter. Of the 
ſons, only one is living, who is member in the | mars parliament for 
Aldborough, in Yorkſhire, and, in 1763, married lady Catharine Pon- 
ſonby, daughter of the earl of Beſborough, by whom he has iſſue two 
ſons and a daughter.

LORD HYDE. 


T HE reader will find an account of the noble family of Villiers, in 
that of the earl of Jerſey's; where we obſerved, that William, the 
ſecond earl, having marned Judith, only daughter of Frederic Hern, of 
the city of London, Eſq; (who was member for Dartmouth in the three 
laſt parliaments of king William, and in all thoſe of queen Anne) had, 
beſides a daughter, two ſons, William and Thomas. The latter, durin 
the reign of George II. was ſeveral times miniſter at the courts of Dres 
den, Vienna, Berlin, and divers other courts in the empire; and, in 
1748, was conſtituted one of the commiſſioners of the admiralty; in 
1747, and 1754, he was returned one of the burgeſſes for Tamworth, 
in Staffordſhire, and, in 1756, advanced to the dignity of a peer of 
Great-Britain, by the name and ſtile of lord Hyde, of Hindon, in Wilt- 
ſhire, He took the title of Hyde, from his having wedded, in 1752, 
lady Charlotte, daughter to William Capel, third earl of Eſſex, by his 
firſt counteſs, the third, but eldeſt ſurviving daughter of Henry Hyde, 
the laſt earl of Clarendon and Rocheſter *; in 1763, he was ſworn of his 
majeſty's moſt honourable privy-council, and appointed joint-poſtmaſter 
with the preſent lord Trevor, which places they held till July, 1765, 
when they were ſucceeded by the lords Ponſonby and Grantham. At pre- 
ſent, his lordſhip is chancellor of the duchy and county palatine of Lan- 
caſter. He had iſſue by lady Charlotte, the honourable Thomas Villiers, 
born in 175 3; the hon. John-Charles Villiers, born in 1757 ; the hon, 
George Villiers, born in 1759 ; and Charlotta-Barbara, born in 1761.

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LORD WALPOLE. 


OR an account of the anceſtors of the noble family of Walpole, we 
| beg leave to refer our readers to that of the earl of Orford's; and 
| ſhall only obſerve here, that Horatio, next brother to the famous Sir Ro- 
bert Walpole, knight of the Bath and Garter, and firſt earl of Orford, 
betaking himſelf early to public buſineſs, was appointed, in 1707, chief 
ſecretary to Henry Boyle, Eſq; 'who had then the office of chancellor of 
the excbequer, and afterwards acted as principal ſecretary of ſtate 5 was 
ereated lord Charleton, and died preſident of the privy-council. In 1708, 
he went with major-general James Stanhope, (afterwards earl Stanhope) 
as ſecretary of the embaſſy to Charles III. king of Spain, who became 
emperor of Germany, in 1711, by the name of Charles VI; he like- 
wiſe acted in the ſame character to John, duke of Marlborough, and 
Charles, ſecond viſcount Townſhend, when they were conftiruted pleni- 
potentiaries, in 1709, to treat with thoſe of France; as alſo next year, 
when the French made new overtures for a general pacification, at Ger- 
truydenburgh, Moreover, the before-mentioned viſcount Townſhend 
having been conſtituted, in September, 27 one of the principal ſecre- 
taries of ſlate, Mr. Walpole was, four 2 after, nominated ſecre- 
tary to him in that department; arid was _ oyed; ſoon after, to tranſ- 
* certain matters of importance with the. States- general of the United 
Proyinces at the Hague; from whence he returned to London in April, 
1715. On the twelfth of the following October, he was inveſted with 
the office of ſecretary to the board of treaſury; his brother, Sir Robert, 
having been firſt commiſſioner thereof, and chancellor of the exchequer. 


In 1716, he was ſent envoy extraordinary and plenipotentiary to the 


States-general aforeſaid, and attended king George I. at Hanover the 
ſame year, about the end of which he came back to England. In 1717, 
on the death of Mr. Blaithwait, he ſucceeded him as ſurveyor and 0d 
tor- general of all his mayeſty's revenues in America, in conſequence of a 
reverfipnary grant obtained ſom time before; but in April, that year, 
he refigned his place in the treafury, when Sir Robert, and other great 
miviſters, quitted their employments : from that time he had no office 
dependant on the crown, except that of ſurveyor and auditor-general 
of che royal revenues in America, which was for life, until June, 1920, 
when Charles Fitzroy, third duke of Grafton, having been declared lord- 
lieutenant of Ireland, he was conſtituted ſecretary of ftate for that king- 
fom, where, at his arrival, he was admitted 'a member of the privy- 
council: his brother, Sir Robert Walpole, being re-inſtated in the offices 
pf firſt commiſſioner of the treaſury, and chancellor of the exchequer, in 
April, 1721, when he reſigned the poſt of paymaſter general of the 
land-forces, (which had been. conferred upon him in June the pre- 
ding year) he was again . ſecretary to the treaſury; 
ba January, 1724, he was diſpatched on affairs of moment, to the court 
range, in quality of envoy extraordinary and plenipotentiary ; and 
following, was inveſted with the character of ambaſſador extra- 


in May 


ordinary to that court, where he reſided till the death of king George I; 
when he came over to England, and had his powers renewed. In 1728, 
he was nominated one of the three ambaſſadors and plenipotentiaries to 
the congreſs to be held at Spiſſons; in 1750, was gonſtituted cofferer of 
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his majeſty's houſhold, and fworn of the privy- council; in 1734, was 
ſent ambaſſador extraordinary and plenipotentiary to the States general, 
which character he maintained until 1740 ; in 1741, having reſigned the 
place of cofferer of the houſehold, &c. was appointed a teller of the ex- 
chequer, and, in 1756, created a peer of Great Britain, by the ſtile and 
title of lord Walpole, of Woolterton, in the county of Norfolk. He 
was almoſt conſtantly a member of parliament from the time of general 
election, in the year 1713, till he was made a peer, either for Caſtle- 
Riſing, in Norfolk, Beeralſton, in Devonſhire, , Eaſtlow, in Cornwall, 
or for Yarmouth, and the city of Norwich, in Norfolk. Has lordſhip 
wedded, in 1720, Mary, daughter of Peter Lombard, Eſq; by whom 
he had four ſons and three daughters. Horatio, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded 
him in his title and eftate. Thomas, the ſecond, an eminent merchant in 
the city of London, is member in the preſent parliament for King's Lynn, 
in Norfolk, and married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Joſhua Van Neck, 
by whom he had two ſons and three daughters. Richard, the third, a 
banker in London, and member of parliament for Yarmouth, in Norfolk, 
married another daughter of Sir Joſhua Van Neck, and by her has had 
a ſon and two daughters. Robert, the fourth, in 1761, was choſen re- 
corder of Yarthouth ; in 1764, nominated one of the clerks in ordinary 
of the privy-council ; was afterwards ſecretary to the embaſſy in Spain, 
and now he is envoy- extraordinary, and plenipotentiary in Portugal. Of 
the daughters, one was married, in 1764, to Maurice Suckling, of Ha- 
nover- ſquare, Eſq; but died in 1766. 

Horatio, the ſecond and preſent lord Walpole, was born in 172 3, and, 
in 1748, married lady Rachael Cavendiſh, aunt of the preſet 4 of 
Devonſhire, . being the youngeſt daughter of William, {ne ot o- 
vonſhire, by whom he has had iſſue four ſons and two daughtcrs. 118.

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Q IR William Murray, of Tullibardin, repreſentative of the eldeſt 
branch of the illuſtrious family of Murray, (of which we ſhall give 
a fuller account when we come to treat of the pedigree of the baroneſs 


Strange, of Knockyn) by his wife, daughter of Andrew, lord Gray, had 


four ſons, » whereof Sir Andrew, the third, was progenitor to the lord 
viſcount Stormont, and lord Mansfield. 

This Sir Andrew married Margaret, daughter and ſole heir to James 
Barclay, of Arngoſk, Balvaird, Kippo, &c. who was of the ſame li- 
neage with the Barclays, lords Brechen, whoſe male line failed in David 
Barclay, the laſt lord, in the year 1348; and, by her, beſides a daughter, 


married to Sir Archibald Douglas, of Kilſpindie, had two ſons, Sir David, 


his heir, and John, to whom he gave the eſtate of Conland, to be held of 
the family, to which, in the ſequel it reverted, as will be afterwards ſeen. 
By a deed dated at the callle of Balvaird, in 1527, the aforeſaid Margi- 
ret, with conſent of her huſband, and Sir David Murray, their eldeſt ſon, 
founded a chaplainry in the pariſh church of ,Arngoſk, and endowed it 
with an annuity of fourteen marks, and two acres of land contiguous to 
the church, for the proſperity of their ſovereign, king James V. and for 
the health and welfare of themſelves, their heirs, &c. 

Sir David, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded to the elates of Arngoſk, Balvaird, 
&c. and eſpouſing Janet, daughter to Johr, ſixth lord Lindſay, of Byres, 
(anceſtor to the preſent earl of Crawford) by lady Helen, his wife, 
daughter of John Stuart, ſecond earl of Athole, who was grandſon (by 
Jane, daughter of John Beaufort, earl of Somerſet, fon of John of 
Gaunt, fourth fon of Edward III. King of England, and widow of 
James I. king of Scotland) to James Stuart, lord Innermeath and Lorn, 
(who was great grandſon of Sir James Stuart, of Bonkyll, ſon of Sir 
John Stuart, of Bonkyll, brother of James, lord high ſteward of Scot- 
and, anceſtor of the kings of Scotland and England, of the ſurname of 
Stewart) was hy her father of three ſons, viz. Sir Andrew, his ſucceſſor ; 
Sir William, of Letter- Bannachy; and David, of Airdich. Sir David, 
their father, departed this life in 15 50, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt 


Sir Andrew, one of the great men who ſat on the aſſize of George 
Gordon, earl of Huntley, N in arms againſt his ſovereign, 
queen Mary, at the battle of Corrichie, in 1564 He married firſt, 
Margaret Roſs, daughter of Ninian, ſecond lord Roſs, of Halkhead, by 
whom he had no iſſue; and, ſecondly, lady Janet Graham, daughter of 
William, ſecond earl of Montroſe, and lady Janet Keith, his wife, 
daughter of William, third earl Marſhall, by whom he had four ſons, 
viz. Sir Andrew? his heir; Sir David, of Goſpatrick, of whom after- 
wards ; Robert, who, being bred an eccleſiaſtic, was preſented to the 
deanry of Dunkeld, by king James VI. and died without ifſue ; Sir Pa- 
trick, of Byn, and Drumcajrn, who was lieutenant of James VIths. 
guard; but being a gentleman of extraordinary talents, and an extenſive 
genius, he diſplayed occaſionally the qualifications of a churchman ang 
politician, as well as thofe of a ſoldier, and always with merited ap- 
plauſe. Dying in 1604, and leaving no iſſue by Iſabel his wife, daugh- 
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his iſſue by his ſecon 
Creighton, wife of Robert, third lord Maxwell, anceſtor to the earls of 
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ter of — Blair, of Balthyock, in Perthſhire, his eſtate devolved on 
Sir David Murray, of Goſpatrick, his brother aforeſaid. 

Sir Andrew, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded, at the death of his father, in 
1576, to the eſlates of Arngoſk, Balvaird, Kippo, Park, &c. and was 
one of the gentlemen of the bedchamber to king James VI. by whom he 
was highly reſpected. He obtained divers charters under the great ſeal 


of Scotland, and entailed his lands to Andrew, his ſon, and his heirs 


male, in fee; which failing, to Sir David Murray, of Goſpatrick, his 


brother, and the heirs male of his body ; which failing, to his brother 


Robert and Patrick, reſpectively, and their heirs-male; and, in defauit 
of ſuch, to his uncle, David Murray, of Airdith, and his heirs male, 
omitting Sir William ay of Letter-Bannachy, the ſaid David's elder 
brother, who was, however, by a ſubſequent deed, -put in his proper place 
of ſucceſſion, Sir Andrew married Margaret, daughter of John Creigh- 
ton, of Strathurd (lineally deſcended from James Creighton, of Cairns, 
ſon by the fit marriage, to George Creighton, who was created ear! of 
Caithneſs, in 1450, and ated as admiral of Scotland under king James 
II. but dying in 1455, the peerage became extinct, as it was limited to 

T aide, who only bore him a daughter, lady Janet 


Nithſdale) by whom he had a fon, Sir Andrew, and a daughter, married 
to Sir Mungo Murray, of Drumcairn, fourth ſon of John, firſt earl of 
Tullibardin Sir Andrew, their father, departed this life before the year 
1604, and was ſucceeded bv his only ſon, 

Sir Andrew, who was the fourth of that name, and the firſt who de- 
ſigned himſelf of Balvaird, inſtead of Arngoſk. By charter, dated a 
4, 1604, he entailed his lands of Balvaird, Arngoſk, Pitlochie, Conland, 
&c. to himſelf, and the heirs-male of his own body ; which failing, to his 
uncle, Sir David Murray, of Goſpatrick, and the iſſue male of his body; 


which failing, to his uncle, Mr. Robert Murray, and the heirs-male of 


his body; which failing, to his couſin, David Murray, of Balgony, fon 
and heir of Sir William Murray, of Letter-Bannachy, and the heirs 
male of his body; and, in failure thereof, to William Murray, ſon to 
David Murray, of Airdith, his uncle, and the ifſue-male of his body. 
Sir Andrew wedded Margaret, daughter of Sir William Menteith, of 
Carſe ; but dying without iſſue, in 1624, his eſtate, according to the en- 
tail, devolved upon his uncle, and next heir- male, 

Sir David Murray, of Goſpatrick, aforeſaid. This Sir David was 
bred at the court of king James VI. and being a man of excellent parts, 
and of ſtrict honour and integrity, was in great favour with his ſovereign, 
who firſt made him cupbearer, and then maſter of the horſe, and captain 
of the guard; and, in 1599, after having conferred on him the honour 
of knighthood, appointed him comptroller of the revenue. He attended 
the court from the royal palace of Falkland to Perth, on the memorable 
fifth of Auguſt, 1600, and was very inſtrumental in ſaving the king from 
the horrid and audacious attack made by John Ruthven, third and laſt earl 
of Gowry, and his brother, Alexander, upon his majeſty's ſacred perſon, 
He was likewiſe very active with his couſin, William Murray, ſecond earl 
of Tullibardin, in quelling the townſmen of Perth, who underſtanding 
that the ſaid earl of Gowrie, their provoſt, was killed in his traiterous 
attempt, roſe in a tumultuous manner, . threatening deſtruction to the au- 
thors of his fall, but were pacified by the prudence and reſolution of this 
Sir David, who thereupon returned with the king to Falkland. His ma- 


jeſty, 
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jeſty, ſoon after, beſtowed upon him the eſtate of Ruthven (now called 
Hunting tewer) forfeited to the crown by the earl of Gowrie's treaſon. 
The king (James) alſo granted all the lands appertaining to the abbey. of 
Scoon, of which Gowne had been commendator ; and erected the ſame 
into a ten:poral barony, to be called the lordſhip of Scoon, with a ſeat and 
vote in parliament, thereunto annexed. Sir David was folemnly inveſted 
therewith on April 7, 1604, purſuant to a commiſſion, direQed for that 
urpoſe to Alexander Seton, firſt earl of Dunfermline, and chancellor of 
Lotland ; William Douglas, tenth earl of Angus ; John, fixteenth earl of 
Sutherland; George, fich earl Marſhall ; Alexander Livingſton, firſt 
earl of Linlithgow ; John, ſixth lord Fleming (afterwards created earl of 
 Wiptown) James, fourth lord Drummond (promoted in the ſequel to the 
dignity of carl of Perth) and John Maitland, ſecond lord Thirleſtane, af- 
terwards honoured with the title of earl of Lauderdale, being witneſſes of 
the ceremony. The faid erection was confirmed by act of parliament in 
the year 1606 ; about which time his lordſhip got a grant of ranger of 
the 1 and foreſter of the woods, and of the old Caſtle - Stead 
of Falkland. His lordſhip having ſome time after that made a new entail 
of his eſtate and titles, obtained a charter of ratification from king James 
in the year 1616; according to which the ſucceſſion was thus eſtabliſhed : 
firſt, To the ſaid David, Ford Scoon, and the heirs-male of his body ; 
ſecond, To Sir Andrew Murray, of Balvaird, his nephew, and the heirs- 
male of his body; third, To Sir Mungo Murray, of Drumcairn, before- 
mentioned, and the heirs-male of his body ; fourth, To Sir John Mur- 
ray, of Lochmaben, afterwards earl of Annandale, and the heirs-male 
of his body; fifth, To Gilbert Murray, eldeſt lawfal ſon of David 
Murray, of Balgony, and the heirs-male of bis body ; fixth, 'To Mr. 
Andrew Murray, ſecond lawful fon of the ſaid David Murray, of Bal- 
ony, and the heirs male of his body; ſeventh, To William Murray, 
50 of Sir William Murray, of Clermouth, and the heirs- male of his body; 
and, eighth, In failure of the male - iſſue of the perſons aforeſaid, to the 
lawful and neareſt heirs of the ſaid David, lord Scoon, they bearing the 
ſurname and arms of Murray, of the family of Balvaird. His lordſhip 
was ſeveral times the king's commiſſioner to the general aſſembly of the 
| Scottiſh church, and by his prudence and ſagacity, got ſeveral things 
paſſed there, relating to a near conformity of the church of Scotland to 
that of England, (which his majeſty very much deſired) notwithſtandin 
the oppoſition of the more rigid members of the afſembly. He likewite 
exerted himſelf in getting thoſe tenets, commonly called « the five ar- 
ticles of Perth,” ratified in parliament, in 1621 ; and being diſpatched 
by James, ſecond marquis of Hamilton, and firſt earl of Cambridge, to 
London, with an account of the proceedings thereon, king James was 
fo well ſatisfied with his ſervices, that he advanced him, in 1622, to the 
dignity of a viſcount, by the title of viſcount Stormont, in the county of 
Perth, with limitation thereof to him, and the heirs-male of his body ; 
and, in failure thereof, to the ſeveral perſons reſpe&ively mentioned in 
the aforeſaid charter of ratification. Sir Andrew Murray, of Balvzird, 
the ſecond on, and Gilbert Murray, the fifth perſon, in the foregoin 
act of entai}, both dying without iſſue, in or about the year 1624, vit- 
count Stormont entailed the lands of Stormont and Scoon, acquired by 
himſelf, upon the aforeſaid Sir Mungo Murray, of Drumcairn, and the 
heirs-male of his body; and in default thereof, upon the — 
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tioned John, earl of Annandaſe, and the heirs-male of his body; which 
failing, upon Mr. Andrew Murray, aforeſaid, then miniſter at Abdie, in 
Perthſhire, his own heir male, upon whom he immediately ſettled the 
eſtates of Balvaird and Arngoſk, the antient inheritance of the family. 
This eminent nobleman wedded Elizabeth, daughter of Sir David Beaton, 
of Creich, in the county of Fife ; but by her had no iſſue ; and depart- 
ing this life in 1631, was buried in the church of Scoon, where a mar- 
ble monument of curious workmanſhip hath been ereRed to his memory. 
The titles of viſcount Stormont and lord Scoon, with the lands thereunto 
belonging, devolved, according to the two laſt deeds of entail, upon his 
nephew-in-law, the before-mentioned Sir Mungo Murray, of Drumcairr, 
who, during the life of his predeceffor, was ſtiled maſter of Stormont, ® 
as if he had been his ſon, inſtead of preſumptive heir. This ſecond vil- 
count Stormont was twice married; firſt to Anne, only daughter of Sir 
Andrew Murray, of Arngoſk, Balvaird, &c. by Margaret Creighton al- 
ready me itioned; and ſecondly, to lady Anne, fecond daughter of John, 
firſt earl of Wemyſs, and widow of Alexander Lindſay, of Edzell. How- 
ever, he died in the year 1642, without iſſue; whereupon the paws & 
with the eftate, devolved upon James Murray, ſecond earl of Annandale, 
fon of John Murray, of Lochmaben, who was created the firſt earl, and 
died in 1640. This James enjoyed the honours and eſtate of Stormont, 
&c. till December 1658, when he departed this life without iſſue, and 
the titles of viſconnt, and lord Scoon, went according to the ſettlements, 
to Andrew Murray, before-mentioned, the undoubted heir-male, as be · 
ing lineally deſcended from Sir William Murray, of Letter-Banachy, ſe- 
cond fon of Sir David Murray, of Arngoſk, Balvaird, &c. by Janet, his 
wife, daughter to John, fixth lord Lindſay; of Byres. 

The faid Sir William Murray, of Letter-Bannachy, in the county of 
Perth, obtained that eſtate, in 1553, from his brother, Sir Andrew Mur- | 
ray, of Arngoſk, Balvaird, &c. father of Sir David Marray, the firſt 
viſcount Stormont, &c. and had, beſides, the lands of Auchloy, &c. 
He married , daughter of —— Pitcairn, of Pitcairn, and by 
her had iſſue two ſons, one of whom died before him; and three daugh- 
ters; whereof one was married to ——— Balcanquel, of Balcanquel, 
and had iſſue; another to ——— Murray, the younger, of Ochtertyre, 
and had children; and the third, to Kinroſs, of Cambufnethan, 
in Strathallan, now part of the eſtate of Cromlix. | 

David Murray, the ſecond, but only ſurviving ſon of Sir William, 
who was deſigned ſometimes of Balgony, and ſometimes of Kippo, and 
Byn, ſucceeded him, and wedded Agnes, daughter to ——— Moncrief, 
of Moncrief, and by her (beſides a daughter, married to John Arnot, of 
Pittorvie) had four ſons, Gilbert, Andrew, William, and David. Gil- 
bert,” the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded his father, and was the fifth perſon men- 
tioned in the entail of October 14, 1616; but dying without iſſue, his 
next brother, Andrew Murray, afterwards lord Balvaird, the ſixth per- 
ſon whoſe name occurs in the aforeſaid entail, became heir.

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Stormont, in the year 1625, he ſucceeded to the lands of Balvaird and 
Arngoſk, at his death, in 1631, and got a charter, under the great ſeal 
of Scotland, in 1632, entailing his eſtate, which was then very conſide- 
rable, upon himſelf, and the heirs-male of his own body; which failing, 
upon his next brother, William, and the heirs-male cf his body; — 
in default thereof, upon his youngeſt brother, David, and the heirs- male 
of his body. He was knighted at the coronation of king Charles I. at 
Edinburgh, in June, 1633, and, in 1636, got a charter, under the great 
ſeal, of the lands of Pitlochie, &c. Being a man of great piety, pru- 

dence, and diſcretion, and a member of the general aſſembly that met at 

laſgow in 1638, he exerted his utmoſt endeavours to allay the heats and

body. In a day or two, allo, after his being appointed lord chief juſtice, 
he was ſworn of his majeſty's. moſt honourable privy-council z and was of 
the cabinet-council of the — king, as he is of the preſent. In 1757, 
he was appointed, for ſome time, chancellor of the exchequer, and once 
again ſince that time; in 1758, he was elected a governor of the Charter- 


kouſe, and, lately, had a patent for being ſpeaker of the houſe of lords, 
in the abſence of the lord chancellor, or when that high office happens to 


be vacant ; he is alſo-one of the truſtees of the Britiſh Muſeum, and of 
the Lecture on the Prophecies, founded by Dr. Warburton, biſhop of 
Glouceſter, and preached at Lincoln's-inn chapel. 

What is very rarely ilie lot of any of the gentlemen of the long-robe, 
he came into buſineſs almoſt immediately after being called to the — of 
the higheſt"kind, and began at the top: there was very little interval be- 
tween his firſt appearance, and his being univerſally reſorted to upon all 
matters of conſequence, 'The ground 2 fortune had given him, he 

maintained wich great applauſe: he grew every day in reputation; and 

made a ſhining figure at the bar upon many ve y public, ſolemn, and in- 
tereſting occaſions. It is ſtill remembered, that, during the time he held 
the office of attorney - general, he ſucceeded in many cauſes, civil and cri- 

- minal, fer the king; and never loſt one, becauſe he made a rule, that 

the king ſhould always be clearly in the right; and the moment the caſe - 

appeared in his opinion a doubtful or meafuring caſt, he gave it up. 

Since be hath been chief juſtice, the buſineſs in the court of King's- 
bench hath been immenſe : nothing hangs undecided. There has hardly 
ever been any difference of opinion in the court; and they never, we be- 
lieve, had a judgment reverſed. The preciſion, the impartiality, the 
conſummate knowledge and diſpatch with which all cauſes of any conſe- 
quence are determined, thoſe eſpecially that have come before the coun- 
cil, relative to the . plantations or prizes, in regard to which, his judg- 
ment is almoſt their only refuge ak reliance, have been the admiration 
of the whole world, and have produced univerſal fatisfaRtion both at home 
and abroad; though the number of theſe prizes has been incredible, the 
yalue prodigious, (amounting to many millions) and the queſtions various, 
and. of the moſt arduous nature ; and notwithſtanding that the captors 
were at firſt diſpoſed to be clamorous and. unreaſonable, and foreign na- 


tions to be jealous, ſuſpicious, and ſo diffident of the Juni cken, as to 
diſpute it. He hath reſiſted every temptation in the ate, rather than 
0 quit 
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it the line of an independent profeſſion. He was called to-all the of- 
ces he has executed, without a competitor, rather for the ſake of others, 


than his own: he never took any grant or emolument from the late king, 


to himſelf, or any on belonging to him ; nor has he ever taken an 
favour from his preſent majeſty. His office is for life ; and, it is w 
known, he might have 1 it. His lordſhip married, in September, 
1738, the lady Elizabeth Finch, one of the daughters of Daniel, late 
earl of Winchelſea and Nottingham; but has no iſſue. 

This nobleman has for many years been one of the moſt ſhining orna- 
ments of the law; and one of the moſt capital, as well as chaſte orators, 


in both houſes, upon every momentous occaſion. In domeſtic life he is a 


generous maſter, a ſincere friend, and an excellent companion. Since 

y affairs have run high, and every artifice has been called into play 
to render the Scotch odious, his lordſhip has, by the opponents of govern- 
ment, been repreſented as the tool of adminiſtration, and vn oppreſſor of 
the people; bot even his moſt declared foes have conftantly acknowledged, 
that in every matter of litigation that has come before him, between man 


and man, he has ſummed up the arguments, and delivered his opinion 


with the moſt unbiaſſed and upright juſtice.

yo HIS family appears to have been of very ancient ſtanding and con- 
ſiderable rank at South-Lyttleton, and Frankley, in Worceſterſhire; 
from the former of which places, it is probable, they took their name, 
agreeable to the cuſtom of that age: it appears, however, by many evi- 


dences, that there were other families of good account, named Lyttleton, 


in the · counties of Dorſet, Somerſet, Bedford, and Bucks, as early as the 
reign of Henry III. Thomas de Lyttleton, about the nineteenth of Henry 
III. married Emma, ſole daughter and heir of Sir Simon de Frankley, 


Ent.

| leſdon, and had lands at Naunton, in Worceſterſhire, which c-ntinue in 


a family of the name of Lyttleton at this day, took to wife, Lucia, 
daughter of John de Bois, or Atwood, a man of conſiderable note at 
Wolverley, in Worceſterſhire, but died without iſſue; Thomas, the ſe- 
cond ſon, who became heir to his brother, was choſen knight for Wor- 
ceſterſhire, in the ninth of Edward II. and, in the thirty-fourth of Ed- 
ward III. was, with others, commiſſioned by the king to collect the 
tenths and fifteenths throughout the ſaid county. He married }ulian, 
daughter and heir of Robert de Somery, a younger brother of the baron 
of Dudley, who ſerved with him in parliament for Worceſterſhire, in the 
ninth of Edward II. and had iſſue by her two ſons, Thomas and John. 
Thomas, the elder, recovered the manor of Frankley, by a writ of right, 
on failure of iſſue to his couſin, Thomas de Tatlynton, fon of Angerus 
de Tatlynton, the firſt huſband of Emma, his aunt by the father's ſide. 
He was eſquire of the body to three ſucceſſive kings, viz. Richard II. 
Henry IV. and Henry V. and was rewarded with ſeveral grants of mo- 
ney, timber, &c. from each of them, pro bono H protuito ſervitio, as ex- 
preſſed in the grants; that is, for ſerving them well, and without fee or 
reward. About the cl.ſe of king Henry the Vth's reign, he ſerved the 
office of ſheriff of Worceſterſhire, under R. Beauchamp, earl of War- 
wick, titular and hereditary bigh ſheriff of Worceſterſhire; and, in the 
firſt year of Henry VI. he departed this life, leaving iſſue by Maud, his 
wife, daughter and ſole heir of Richard Quartermain, of Rycote, in the 
county of Oxford, an only daughter, named Elizabeth. This lady mar- 
ried Thomas Weſtcote, Eſq; the king's ſervant in court; a gentleman of 
an ancient family in Devonſhire, but flipulated with him, before mar- 
riage, that their iſſue, inheritors of her eſtate, ſhould be called by the 
name of Lyttleton. On this marriage, Weltcote ſettled at Frankley, in 
Worceſterſhire, and ſerved the office of eſcheator there, the twenty- hinth 
of Henry VI. 1450; ſoon after which he died, leaving iſſue four ſons, 


Thomas, Edmund, Guy, and Nicholas; and as many daughters. The 


three youngeſt of the ſons retained the name of Weſtcote, though often 
ſolicited by their mother to call themſelves Lyttleton. It is ſaid, that 
when ſhe was once expoſtulating with them, whether they thought better 
of themſelves than their clder brother? they. anſwered; <* that he had a 
fair eltate to alter his name, and, if they might ſhare with him, they 
would do the like.“ Edmund died unmarricd ; Guy was the ancęſtor of 
the Weltcotes of Somerſetſhire, and of Raddon, in Devonſhire ; and Ni- 
cholas, of thoſe of Staffordſhire, Of the daughters, we find but one 


married, viz. Anne, the. wife of Thomas Porter, Eſq; 'of Barſton, in 
Warwickſhire. Thomas, the eldeſt fon, who bore his father's Chriſtian 


name, and his mother's ſurname, Luttleton, or Lyttelton, as he wrote it, 
ftudied at one of the univerſities, and afterwards removed to the Inner- 
Temple.

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his reign, appointed him one of the judges of the Common pleas; and 
granted him out of the cuſtoms of London, Briſtol, and Hull, 110 marks 


yearly, tra conſjuttum farum, ut ftatum'ſuum decentius tenere, & expenſas 
ulli nere walivet ; that is, over and above the cuſtomary fee, to enable him 


to make an appearance becoming his place and office, and to defray the 
expences attending it; and moreover,” the ſum. of 106s,. 10d. 4 for a 
robe and furs, and 66 8. 64. for a ſummer robe, called linura, In the 
fifteenth of that king, he was made a knight of the Bath, when the 

rince of Wales, and ſeveral ſons of the firſt diſtinction, and in the 

igheſt fayour at court, were advanced to that honour. He wrote his fa- 
mous Treatiſe on Tenures (which lord Coke ſo learnedly commented 
upon; and on which, notwithſtanding it wanted his laſt hand, he makes 
this great encomium,  ** that it is the ornament of the common law, and 
the moſt perfect and abſolute work that ever was wrote in any human ſci- 
ence ;””) when he was a judge, and, as Coke thinks, not long before 
his death. The ſame lord Coke ſtiles him the Engliſh Juſtinian, and fa- 

er of the law; and Dr. Holland, in his Additions to Cambden, faith, 
« the ſtadents of the common-law are no leſs beholden to Lyttleton's Te- 
nures, than the civilians are to Juſtinian's Inſtitutes. Sir Thomas mar- 
ried Joan, widow of Sir Philip Chetwynd, of Ingeſtre, in the county of 
Stafford, one of the daughters and coheirs of William Burley, of Bromſ- 
croft-caſtle, in the county of Salop, Eſq; and by her, who brought him 
large poſſeſſions, had three ſons, and two daughters. Richard, the ſecond 
ſon, who followed his father's profeſſion, married Alice, daughter and 
ſole heir of William Winneſbury, of Pillatun-hall, in the county of Staf- 
ford, Eſq; and was lineal anceſtor to the preſent baronet of that place; 
Thomas, the third, who was ſeated at Spechley, near Worceſter, married 
Anne, daughter and ſole heir of John Botreaux, of Botreaux-caſtle, in 
Cornwall, Eſq; from whom were deſcended the lord keeper Lyttleton, 
baron of Mounſlow, in the reign of Charles I. Sir Thomas Lyttleton, 
Bart. ſpeaker of the houſe of commons in the reign of William III. and 
other families of the Lyttletons. His two daughters both died unmarried, 
and he himſelf died at Frankley, in 1481, aged about ſixty, and was in- 
terred under a tomb, which he erected in his life-time, on the ſouth - ſide 
of the nave of the cathedral at Worceſter, and which was repaired in 
1765. By the inquiſitior taken after his death, he appears to have heen 
poſſeſſed of a large eftate in the counties of Worceſter, Salop, Stafford, 
and Warwick. Ihe ſociety of the Inner-Temple (whereof this great 
lawyer was a member) had his arms and quarterings painted in the win- 
dow of their refectory, which remained all the civil war; and they have 
at this time, a fine picture of him at ſull- length, painted by Cornelius 
Janſen, in all probability from a portrait in Frankley, or Hales-Owen 
church- windows. That ſociety paid ſuch reſpect to his memory, that, in 
the year 1639, when Mr. Thomas Lyttleton, a collateral deſcendant of 
the judge, applied for admiflion to a chamber within the ſaid houſe, it 
was then by the whole company of the bench, with one voice, granted, 
that the ſaid Mr. Lyttleton's admiſſion ſhould be freely, without any fine; 
and that it might be fo accepted and expreſſed, as a teſtimony of that 
great reſpect which the whole ſociety doth owe and acknowledge to the

He was twice married. By his firſt wife, daughter and heir of William

John Afton, of Heywood, in Staffordmire, and carried the manor of

Of the daughters, Elizabeth and Joan died young; Bridget, the third, 
was married to Sir John Tracy, of Fairford and Teddin in the 
county of Glouceſter, t-grandfather to the late lord Tracy; Anne, 
the fourth, to Edward Lyttleton, Eſq; afterwards lord-keeper, atid baron 
of Mounſlow, in Shropſhire ; and Jane, the fifth, to Sherington Talbot, 
of Salwarp, in the county of Worceſter, Eſq; from whom are deſcended 
——— Talbot, of Lacock, and other families of conũderation. On 
queen Elizabeth's death, king James I. well weighing how poplar the 
earl of Eſſex was, and conſequently all thoſe who took part with him, 
and how much eſteemed by the vulgar, unto whom an act of mercy could 
not therefore but be very grateful, eſpecially at his firſt coming to the 
crown, granted back, by letters-patent, the whole eſtate unto Meriel, 
widow of John Lyttleton, and his children. An a& alſo paſſed, the firſt 
pu of that reign, for reverſing the attainder, and reſtoring the blood of 
is iſſue. Meriel ſurvived him twenty-eight years, in which time ſhe pints 
by ſavings out of her jointure, the ſum of goool. and upwards; debts 
which ber huſband and his father had contracted ; and though the exer- + 
ciſed a proper frugality, yet was remarkably hoſpitable and charitable : 
but the moſt glorious part of her conduct was, the breeding up her child- 
ren in the Proteſtant religion ; their anceſtors having, from the Reforma- 
tion to that time, adhered to the old errors of the church of Rome. She 
died at Hagley-hall, in April, 1630, in the church-yard of which pariſh 
ſhe lies bun ked, under a plain tomb, amongſt her poor neighbours, as ſhe 
expreſly directed by her laſt will. & | 
homas, her eldeſt ſon, was choſen knight for Worceſterſhire in the 
two laſt parliaments of king James, and of three of his ſons ; in 1613, 
he ſerved the office- of high-ſheriff of Staffordſhire; in 1618, he was

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Yorkſhire, he had iſſue twelve ſons, and four daughters. Three of the 
former died young; two were unfortunatel drawned in the river Cher- - 
well, while at the univerſity of Oxford; one was killed in a duel at 
Worceſter, and buried in the cathedral near his father; another died in 
Jamaica, leaying no iſſue by his wife, daughter of Sir Thomas Jones, 
one. of the judges of the. King's-bench; another was captain of horſe, 
and gentleman- uſher to the queen of Bohemia, and died unmarried ; an- 
other, who alſo died unmarried, and was ſome time groom of the bed- 
chamber to the duke of York, loſt his life in an engagement upon the 
Rhine, having then a regiment of horſe in the French King's ſervice; 
and the youngeſt, who was a major in prince George of Denmark's regi- 


ment, married Elizabeth, daughter of the famous Sir Thomas Brown, 


of Norwich; but dying at Windſor, in 1712, without iſſue, was buried 
in St. George's chapel there. The two eldeſt that ſurvived their father, 


ſacceeded him, and each other, as baronets. The daughters all died un- 
married. Sir Thomas got a very good eſtate with his lady, who died in 


1666; but the whole was ſold by him and his ſon, Henry, while they 
were under impriſonmeut and ſequeſtration for the royal cauſe. 

The ſaid Henry, the fifth, but eldeſt ſurviving ſon and ſucceſſor to his 
father, in 1654, was ſeized by warrant from Cromwell, and-confined in 
the Tower, on ſuſpicion of having deſigns againſt the government, a 
large quantity of arms having been diſcovered in a private chamber in his 
houſe at Hagley. He was kept a cloſe. priſoner ſeventeen months, his. 
eſtate put under ſequeſttation, and the then expenſive office of ſheriffalty 


of Worcelterſhire laid _ him in the year 1655, while he was under 


confinement. - A very {hart time before the Reſtoration took place, he 


was honoured with the following letter from the king, all written in his 


own hand; which ſhews how high a value the king ſet upon his ſervices.

LORD WYCOMBE. 


T HIS noble lord is maternally deſcended from the renowned Sir Wil- 
liam Petty, knight; and paternally, from the ancient houſe of Fitz- 
maurice, earls of Kerry, in Ireland. For John Petty, late lord Wycombe, 
earl of Shelburne, &c. was ſecond ſurviving ſon of Thomas Fitzmaurice, 
earl of Kerry, by Anne, his wife, only daughter of Sir William Petty, 
and fiſter to Henry Petty, carl of Shelburge. But before we proceed to 


| his lordſhip's paternal anceſtors, we ſhall give ſome account of his mo- 
ther's family, as his lordſhip inherited their eſtate, and took their ſur- 


name. 

The ſaid Henry, earl of Shelburne, was deſcended from Anthony 
Petty, of Rumſey, in the county of Southampton, clothier, father of 
the beforementioned Sir William Petty, Anthony Petty, and a daughter, 

„ beſides other children. The daughter was married to james 
Napier, fourth. fon of Sir Nathaniel Napier, of Middle-Merſhall, in 
Dorſetſhire, Bart, who derived his origin from lord Napier's family in 
Scotland, whoſe anceſtor acquired the ſurname of Napier by his matchleſs 
bravery in battle. From the ſaid James Napier, Eſq; deſcended, by this 
marriage, Nathaniel Napier, of Loughrew, in the county of Meath, Eſq; 
licutenant-general Napier, and others of that name, in Ireland. 

Sir William Petty aforefaid, who was born at Rumſey, in 1623, diſcovered 
ſuch an early genius for mechanics, and ſv well underſtood the buſineſs of 
ſeveral 9 viz. ſmiths, carpenters, &c. that he could, at twelve 
years of age, work at their ſeveral employments. He learned grammar 
at the place of his nativity, whence he went to the univerſity of Oxford ; 
and nf ax he attained the fifteenth year of his age, was rang fi of the La- 
tin, Greek, and French languages, the whole ſyſtem of common arith- 
metic, and thoſe parts of practical geometry aſtronomy, that tended

- when the parliamentary rebellion raped a gainſt king Charles I. and ſtudied 
with great application, anatomy and medicine, AU Leyden, Am- 


ferdam, Paris, &c. Whillt a broad, he read Velaſcus with the famous 
Mr. Thomas Hobbes, of Malmetbury, who delighted in his company, 
and teſtiſied an eagerneſs to encourage his pregnant genius, He returned to 
1 brother Anthony, whom he had edu- 

cated; and, by that time, had incteaſed his ſock, to about 701. after de- 
fraying his own and his brother's. expences abroad. In 1648, the parlia- 

ment ordered him a patent, to be in ſorce lor ſeventeen years, for teach- 

ing his method of double-writing. He concurred with the people then 

in power, and practiſed phyſic at Oxford, where he alſo inſtructed the 

young ſtudents in anatomy and chemiſtry : at laſt he became deputy-pro- 

ſeſſor of anatomy in that univerſity; and, in March 1650, was admitted 

to the degree of doſtor of Phy ſic Tabont the ſame tzme he was likewiſe 

elected feltow of Brazen-nole college ; and acquired Pal reputation 

for being the chief perſon in the recovery of Anne Green, who had becn 

hanged. at Oxford for child- murder, and ordered for diſſection; — 41 
William, obſerrmg ſome ſymptoms of life in her, humanely cheriſhed, 
and, by degrees, brought her to herſelf; not only preventing her from 
being hung up a ſecond time, but procuring for her, when recovered, a 
pardon, and ihe lived many years after that. In 1651,, he was unani- 
mouſly choſen proſeſlor of anatomy in the univerſity of Oxſord; and be- 
ing a favourite among the virtuoſi, was ſoon after admitted a member of 
the royal college of phyſiciaas in Landon. and. appointed lecturer on mu- 

fic in Greſham college there: at his admiſſion, his capital was reduced to 

281: but with his income, as ſeliow of Brazeri-noſe college, profeſſor of 
anatomy in Oxford, and lecturer in Grefham college, together with his 
practice as doctor, he ſoon raiſed it to about 300 l. with which, and 100l. 
advanced by the commonwealth, he ſet our, in 165, as phyſician- general 

to the army in Ireland, and to its con, mander, lieutenant- general Ed- 
mund Ludlow, having an allowance of 20s, a day, which he an- 


© Joyed, with his office, till June, 1659: in that PURE he landed, 
t 


on September 10, at Waterford; and proceeded thence to Dublin, 
where he met with great ſucceſs, as doctor, amongſt people of the 
firſt rank. He was made clerk of the council there, and ſeeretary to 
Oliver Cromwell, who / was then lord-lieutenant; for the diſcharge of 
which two offices, he was allowed 400 l. a year. In 1654, he en in 
the ſurvey of Ireland; and finiſhed it with ſuch exactneis, that there was 
not an eitate even of 60 l. a year, but what he diſlinctly marked in its 
true value; and the whole performance vs illuſtrated with accurate maps. 
Among other advantages attending the faid ſurvey, he had, by * 
with the ſoldiers, 2 penny an acre: and it appears by àn order of govern- 
ment, dated at the Caſtle of Dublin, in March, 1656, that he had ſur- 
veyed 2,008c00 acres of forfeited profitable land (part of which he ſub- 
divided among the late diſbanded troops) beſides the church and crown 
lands, which, according to the rates in the contract, when the army 


"ſhould be par in_poſſeſtioir of the whole, amounted to the ſum of 17,900). 


"of which he had received 7,500 l. and, from the army, 21,8621. beſides 
the money that was to be deducted from the advance of former {uryeys. 
By the aforeſaid order, he received zoool, more, in conſideration of his

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being in want of money to pay ſeveral perſons employed under him in the 
farvey.: but part of his contract remained in arrear, till after king Chartts's 
reſtoration, when” full payment was provided for him by a& of parlia- - 
ment, By his employment in the ſurvey (Which was unqueitionably of 
public utility) it was faid, that he acquired an eſtate of * 6000l. 2 
year; and that he could, from Mount-Mongorton, in Kerry, behold 
50,000 acres of his own land: and that large acquiſition having brought 
an odium upon him, he ſhews the unreaſonableneſs thereof, (in his book 
of reflexions upon ſome perſons and things in Ireland) and demonſtrates 
how he might, without ever meddling with ſurveys, have acquired as 
large a fortune. He fat for the borough of. Wiltlow, in Cornwall, in 
Richard Cromwell's firſt and only parliament, which met on January 27, 
i659, and made a conſiderable figure therein, till it was diſſolved on 
April 22, 1659,-at the inſtigation of the military oſſicers, who threatened | 
to ſet fire to the houſe, and put to death all who ſhould reſiſt. Richard 
Cromwell being depoſed next month by the Rump parliament, which had 
imbiued their hands in the blood of their lawful 8 king Charles 
I. and were then re-eſtabliſhed by military power, Sir William returned 
to Ireland, and remained there till the Reſtoration of Charles II. upon 
which he went back to England, and being introduced to the king, his 
majeſty was much pleaſed with his ingenuous diſcourſe. The Royal So- 
ciety being inſtituted about that time, he was one of the firſt members, 
and afterwards one of the council thereof, when incorporated in 1663, 
being eſtcemed the perſon moſt capable to advance experimental philoſo- 
phy and mechanics. In March, 1661, he was nominated one of the com- 
miſſioners of the court of claims relating to the Iriſh eſtates : and king 
Charles, in his inſtructions for the execution of the act of ſettlement, or- 
dered lands to be aſſigned him for his outſtanding debentores ; which was 
accordingly done by the ſaid act, in virtue whereof he had ſeven grants 
of lands, and hi; Lay two, beſides having all thoſe of which he had 
been poſſeſſed cn May 7, 1659, confirmed to him for ever, In April, 
1661, he received the honour of knighthood from his majeſty ; and, was 
returned one of the burgeſſes for Eniſcorthy, in the county of Wexford, 
to the parliament which met at Dublin that year. Sir William raiſed his 
f-putation to a great height, in 1663, by the ſucceſs his invention of the 
double-bottomed ſhip had, contrary to the expectation of almoſt all man- 
kind. OF this veſſel, Sir William made a model with his own hands, 
which he preſented to Greiham-college, where it is ſtill preſerved in the 
repoſitory. Dr. John Stearne, with Sir William Petty, and other emi- 
nent phyſicians, were created, by patent, in 1667, by the name of the 
ogy and fellows of the coHege of phyſicians ; and he is allowed to 
have been a great reformer and improver of the practice of phyſic in Ire- 
land.

I. he waited upon his majeſty, and made an humble ſubmiſſion for the of.

- ever. The king alſo, as a mark of his royal favour and bounty, was 


plenſed to add fo many caſtles, honours, and crown1lands; as ſhould amount

4 fordſhire, where was antiently a caſtle, and which is recorded to be 
1 of the poſſeſſions of Walter de Pelham, in the 1 of Edward 
. though it is probable his anceſtors poſſeſſed it before the conqueſt. 
Walter de Pelham died ſeized not only of the manor of Pelham, but 
alſo of that of Cqtenham, in Kent, and Twinſtead, in Eſſex, and left iſſue 
two ſons, William, and Walter de Pelham, the former of whom dyin;

1356, in memory of which the buckle of a belt, 
or buckles on each ſide a cage, were uſed by his deſcendants, not only as 
a ſeal manual, but in their t ſeals ; and alſo borne for a creſt, as was 
cuſtomary in thoſe times, being an emblem of the captivity of the ſaid 
king of France. John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, fourth fon of king 
Edward III. and father of king Henry IV. made choice of this Jahn de 
Pelham, on account of his —2 valour, and fidelity, for one of his 
eſquires, and alſo conferred the honour of knighthood upon him, while he 
attended him in his wars. In the ſecond of Richard II. 1380, William 
Whittleſey, archbiſhop of Canterbury, ordains- his beſt: beloved knight, 
John de Pelham, maſter and ſurveyor of his whole demeſnes, woods, and 
fiſheries, in the bailyſhip of Stoneham, with full power to puniſh all ma- 
lefactors, and others, acting contrary to cuſtom, and the peace of the realm. 
Sir John had certain lands and houſes in Winchelſea, in marriage with 
Joan, * to Vincent Herbert, alias Finch, anceſtor to the preſent 
earl of Winchelſea, and was ſucceeded by'a-ſon of his-own name, John 
de Pelham, who was no leſs famous than his father for his many great 
atchievements and honourable exploĩts, being from his youth in the ſer- 
vice of Henry of Bolingbroke, earl of Derby, (ſon of the before-mention- 
ed duke of Lancaſter) 1 king of England, by the name of Hen 
IV. The ſaid duke of Lancaſter, in the ſeventeenth of Richard It. 
knowing and confiding, as expreſſed in the deed, in the loyalty and dif- 
cretion of his moſt dear and well beloved John Pelham, Eſq; to his ſaid 
ſon, grants to him the office of conſtable of his caſtle of Pevenſey, during 
life, with the fees, wages, &c. thereto belonging. He was alſo efquire to 
the duke cf Lancaſter Nümſelf, as appears by an indenture made between

His lady alſo, as appears from̃ a letter in the poſſeſſion of the late duke 
of Newcaſtle, tp her huſband, brayely Jefended,. in his abſence, the caſ- 
tle of Pevenſey, which ſervice is recited in the patent of Henry IV. dated 
in 1400, the firſt year of his reign ; and, in confideration thereof, his 
;> granted to him, and his heirs-male, the office of conſtable of the 
caſtle of Pevenſey, with the honour of the Eagle, and all thoſe his ma- 
nors, lands, tenements, rents, ſervices, ' fees, chaces, parks, warrens, 
mills, rivers, ſiſheries, &c. as alſo all perquiſites of courts of the hundred, 
heriots, relieſs, eſcheats, franchiſcs, returus of writs, iſſues, fines, and 
felons, Kc. and all other the profits whatſcever, and franchiſes of the 
ctnque-ports, within the rape of Pevenſey; he was alſo created one of 
the knights of the Bath at the coronation of that monarch, in 1 399 
who, in conſideration of the grateful ſervices of his faithful and be- 
loved knight, John Pelham, heretofore done, (as the words of the pa- 
ou import) grants to him, for term of his life, the honoar of bear- 
g the royal ſword before him, in all places, and at all times/requiſite 
the ſame year he ſerved in parliament, with John de Preſton, as knights 
for the county of Suſſex; and, in commemoration of the action of his 
father, in aſſiſting at taking the king of France priſoner, he uſed, as a 
767 manual, the buckle of a; belt, and, on each fide thereof, the letters 
F. as is evident from his ſeal to an acquittance to Thomas La Warr, 
8 at Pevenſey in the firſt of Henry IV. 1400; in the ſecond of that 
- King, he was ſheriff of the county of Suſſex, which, in thoſe days, way 
a,-poit of great power and truſt; and, in the third, he and Sir Henry 
Huſſey, were elected knights for the ſaid county in parliament; and, for 
their attendance, had 211. 28. allowed them for their expences ; in the fifth, 
he obtained from the king, for his ſervices, a. grant of the manor of 
Caundiſh-Grey, in the county of Suffolk; and being returned to parlia- 
ment, with Sir Robert Leuknore, as knights for Suſſex, had 281. 85. 
allowed them for 51 days attendance. It appears, from a- rent-roll ſtill 
remaining among the evidences of the family, that the annual income of 
the ſeveral manors, lord ſhi ps, and offices, Which he poſſeſſed, amounted 
w 8701. 56. 3d. a very large ſum in thoſe days !, In the fixth of Henry 
IV. fexving in Ae with Sir John Dalyngrugge, as knights for 
Suſſex, they had 181. 188. for their expences in attending 46 days; and 


was in-commiſſion the ſame year to array all men at arms, archers, 


and other defenſible men in the county of Suſſex, to defend the coaſts, 
or attend the 3 Picardy againſt the French; the ſame year he was 
commiſſioned to borrow money on the credit of the tenths and fifteenths, 
1 in /parliament, and payable on Michaelmas-day, and was bound 
for the payment thereof. That parliament which was called the Illite- 
tate, and met at Coventry, in October, 1404, in the fixth of Henry IV. 
having granted divers ſubſidies to the king, on condition the ſame ſhould 
not be employed but only for the maintenance of the wars, and defence 
of the realm 5 the lords and commons appointed John Talbot, lord Fur- 
mival, and the-ſaid Sir John Pelham, to have the overſight thereof, and 
to be treaſurers for the wars within and without the realm. Accordingly 
they were {warn before the king, and lords in parliament, wo rm the 
{ 42 We ts 3 *. . fc 55 1 * 117 -. I» I ces 
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' ofees according to the grant. So much did the king confide in this Sir 
John. Pelham, that, till the meeting of the next 7 he c m- 
mitted to his keeping, in the caſtle of Pevenſey, Edward Plantagenet, 
duke of Vork, who was accuſed of taking out of the caſtle of Windſor, 
the ſons of Roger Mortimer, earl of March, (who, by his-deſcent from 
Lionel, duke of Clarence, was declared in the parliament held Vin the 
ninth of Richard II. heir-apparent to the crown) and conveying them 
into Wales, to Owen Glendourdwy, It is likewiſe to his honour, that 
he petitioned the parliament, in the eighth of Henry IV. * that certain 
auditors might be appointed to take his accompts, as treaſurer of war, 
and to make him due allowance; and that, upon the ſame account, he, 
his heirs, and land-tenants, might be clearly diſcharged,” which was- 
agreed to, and auditors were aſſigned accordingly, He fat in that par- 
liament as knight of the ſhire for Suſſex, and, with Sir John Dalyn- 
grugge, the other knight, had for their expences, 681. 85. for 171 days 
attendance. In the ninth year of Henry IV. Sir John was conſtituted 
chief-butler of the port of Chicheſter, and of all and ſingular the ports in 
the county of Suſſex ; and the ſame year was again returned, with Sir 
ohn Dalyngrugge, as knights for the county of Suſſex, to the parliament 
— at Glouceſter, where they attended 56 days, and had 221. 88. for 
their expences. Two years after this, the king, having had Jon expe- 
rience of his fidelity, committed to his kee Ang, Edmund, earl of March, 
and his brother, ſons of Roger, earl of „ Who had been declared 
heir - apparent of the crown. In the thirteenth of Henry IV. being then 
treaſurer to the kin and of the privy- council, ſuch confidence had - 
Thomas, duke of Clarence, the king's ſecond ſon, in him, that when 
he was ſent by his royal father to help the duke of Orleans againſt the 
duke of Burgundy, he empowered him, with Sir John Berkeley, Sir 
John Popham, &c. during his abſence, to manage his affairs in all the 
courts of England. In the fourteenth of Henry IV. 1412, he had, in 
conſideration of his good and faithful ſervices, à grant of the manors of 
Crowehurſt, Burwaſh, and Benylham, with the appurtenances; as alſo 
the rape of Haſtings, in Suſſex, with all franchiſes, &c. in as full and 
ample a manner, as John, duke of Britany, and his anceſlor, enjoyed 
them, or the king's dear father, John, duke of Lancaſter, deceaſed > he 
was alſo one of the executors and adminiſtrators of the lat will and teſta- 
ment of Henry IV. together with Henry, archbiſaop of Vork; Thomas, 
biſhop'of Durham; Robert Waterton, and John Leventhorpe ; and en- 
truſted to beſtow divers ſums on the poor, and do-other-pious works, for 
the health of the ſoul of that king; as alſo to ſatisfy his creditors, Sir 
John was in no leſs favour with Henry V. than he had been with his fa- 
ther, which reflected great honour upon him, as that king choſe none 
but men of great worth for his counſellors ; and, it is ſaid, uſed, for the 
ſpace of an hour every day after dinner, to receive petitions of the op- 
preſſed, and, with great equity, redreſs their grievances. Hence it wan 
that in the firſt year of his reign, Sir John was conſtituted one of his 
ambaſſadors to treat of a peace, and to conclude a marriage between him 
and the princeſs Catharine, ag to Charles VL the French king, 
in conſequence of a ſolemn embaſly ſent into England by that monarch, 
| to offer peace, and to bind it more firm, to give his ſaid daughter in 
marriage; in the ſame year alſo, the king granted to him the guardian-. 
ſhip and government of king James I. of Scotland, with an allowance of 
7001. per annum for his diet, and to find him in all neceſſaries, in ſuch 
F 2 rh place 
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place or places as ſnhould be agreed on by his majeſty's council, and the 
ſaid Sir John Pelham; the fad 7001. per annum to be paid quarterly, 
at the feaſt of Eaſter, St. John Baptiſt, Sr, Michael, and the Nativity of 
our Saviour. This prince was taken by certain mariners, of Clay, in Nor- 
folk, in the ſeventh of Henry IV. 1406, being about thirteen years of 
age, asſhe was going to France, under the care of the earl of Orkney, 

and a biſhop, there to be brought up, and inſtructed in the French lan- 

age and cuſtoms; but being brought to king Henry, at Windſor, 
{though they preſented to him the king of Scots letters, requeſting his 
ſavour to his fon, if he ſhould land in any part of bis dominions) he or- 
dered them to be kept in the Tower of London till further orders, faying, 
* he would teach the young prince to ſpeak the French language, and ſo 
they need go no further.” And it is recorded, to the honour of the kin 
and Sir John Pelkam, his governor, that he had ſuch perfect inſtructors to 
=. teach him, as well the underſtanding of tongues, as the ſciences, that he 
1 became right expert and cunning in every of them. He was alfo taught 
0 ride, to run at the tilt, and handle all kind of Weapons, proper to be 
uſed by ſuch a perſonage ; at which he was fo apt and ready, that few in 
any point of activity could overmatch him. He had good knowledge in 
mnuſic, and could play on ſundry inſtruments right perfecily. To be brief, 
| it appeared in all his behaviour and manners, in what company ſoever he 
— Came, that his bringing up had been according to his rank, neither of 
them differing from his birth, and the quality of a noble and moſt virtu- 
Gas prince. In the third of Henry V. Sir John, and Sir William Eftormy, 
were appointed by the king to borrow certain ſums of money, to ena- 
ble him to go beyond ſeas for the recovery of his right. He was like- 
wiſe, that year, commiſſioned to array all defenſible men, hoblers, archers, 
&c. in Suſſex, for defence of the realm, and to go beyond the ſeas, if 
neceſſity required it; in the fourth of the ſame re; n, he, and the ſheriff 
of Surry and Suſſex, were ordered to draw t gecher, to the ſea- coaſts, 
all the fenſible men of theſe counties, to be ready either to repel any at- 
| eempt of the French, or to aſſiſt the king, if required. He was in great 
eſteem alſo, with Thomas, duke of Clarence, the king's brother, who 
nominated him, in his laſt will and teſtament, the - firſt of his executors; 
In the fiſth of that reign he waited on the king in his expedition into 
France; and, about the ſame time, his majeſty committed to his cuſtody, 
his mother-in-law, J an, who had been arreſted by the duke of Bedford, 
the king's lieutenant, in his abſ:nce, and e to the caſtle of Leeds, 
there to abide the king's pleaſure; being accuſed of conſpiring with 
| friar Randal, her confeſſor, by ſorcery and necromancy, to deſtroy the 
king. Sir John carried her to his caſtle of Pevenſey, and appointed nine 
ſervants to attend her. In the eighth of the ſame Henry, he, and Sir 
John Dalyngrugge, ſerved again in parliament as knights for Suſſex; 
and, next year, was commithoned, with the archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
and the ſheriffs-of Kent and Suſſex, to borrow and receive ſuch ſums of 
money as ſhould be lent the king in the ſaid counties. In 1422, when 
that king departed this life, he was appointed one of the executors and 
adminiſtrators of his will. In the reign of Henry VI. he was alſo at the 
/ head of affairs; and no leſs truſted by Humphrey, duke of Glouceſter, 

4 protector of England, during the minority of his nephew. In the firit 

year af the king juſt mentioned, he ſerved in parliament for the count 

of Suffex, with vr Thomas Leucknor; and, in che ſecond, was appoin - 
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with John Stafford, treaſurer of England, and others of the council, to 
treat with William, biſhop of Glaſgow, and other ambaſſadors and go- 
vernors of Scotland, for concluding and ſettling a peace between both 
realms. Accordingly, it was agreed between them, that James, king of 
Scotland, who had bcen a priſoner in England eighteen , ſhould be 
ſet at liberty, on the payment to the king, his ſucceſſors, or thoſe he 
ſhould appoint, the ſum of 40,0001; and the king, and all his nobles, 
were bound for the payment of the ſaid ſum. In the fifth of the ſaid 
king, he was elected to parliament for the county of Suſſex, with Wil- 
liam Ryman, Eſq; and, in the ſixth, empowered, with others, to treat 
with divers perſons, ſpiritual and temporal, in Kent and Suſfex, for a- 
loan of money to the king, on the fubſidies granted in the laſt parlia- 
ment. Next year he departed: this life fall of honour, having been in 
the higheſt favour, and the mot honourable employments, under two of 
the greateſt monarch's of this realm, who were famed for their courage, 
and all manly virtues, and raiſed the glory of the Engliſh nation to ſuch 
a degree as never to be forgot; ſo that it muſt have been owing to ſome 
uncommon inſtance of ſelf denial, that he was not ranked among the 
s. By the inquiſition taken after his death, it appears that he had 
ifue an only ſon, Sir John Pelham, and two daughters, one of whom was 
married to John Colbrond, of Boreham, and the other ta Sir John 
Seynclere. ©+3y 5 
Sir John Pelham, only fon of the former, was likewiſe in the French 
wars, in the reign of Henry V. as appears from two letters, which are 
yet preſerved among the antient writings of the family. In 141 $, third 
of Henry V. his father, Sir John Pelham, grants to him the office of con - 
ſtable of Pevenſey, with the fees and wages thereto belonging. He was 
chamberlain of the houſehold to Henry the Vth's conſort, who, in the 
third of Henry VI. ſtiling herſelf Catharine, queen of England, wife of 
Henry V. daughter of Charles king of France, and mother of the kin 
of England, of her ſpecial grace and free-will, and for the good 2 
agreeable ſervice of her beſt beloved knight, Sir John Pelham, and Joan 
de Courcey, his wife, grants to them, for their better maintenance in 
her ſervice, co marks per annum out of her manors, &c. in England and. 
Wales. Alſo by her charter, dated at Hadham, in the county of Hert- 
ford, 1434, ſhe grants to. her thrice dear and well beloved Sir John, 
Pelham, and Owen ap Tudor, Eq; full power and authority, to remove 
and diſplace the biſhop of Leſieux, her chancellor in France, and to take 
from him her ſeal, as alſo to ſurvey and repair all her towns, caſtles, &c. 
In the eighteenth. of Henry VI. the king confirmed to him the manors of 
Crow-hurſt, Burwaſh, and Bevylham, with the rape of Haſtings. He 
had alſo the office of the maſter of the royalties and foreſts, which the 
ueen held in dower in Normandy, as penn by his repreſentation to 
he king after her death. This Sir John, from-bis pious 1 was 
admitted into ſeveral religious orders, as that of the hoſpital of the Holy 
Trinity, and of St. Thomas the Martyr at Rome; that of the bleſſed 
virgin of the ſeat of heaven; and pope Pius II. by his delegate, Peter 
de Vernacia, grants an indulgence to the lady Joan Pelham, in conſidè · 
ration of her parting with ſome of her $ tO pious uſes, to abſtain 
from faſting. He had two wives: firſt, Joan, daughter and coheir of 
Sir John de Eſcures ; and, ſecondly, Joan de Courcy, an attendant on 
queen Catharine, conſort of Henry V. By this laſt he had iſſue three

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„bons, Jahn, William, and Thomas, and three daughters, viz, Catha-

* John, his eldeſt ſon and heir, was a knight in the twelfth of Henry 

. and, in the, twenty-third, married Alice, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Lewknor, Knt. and, on the thirtieth of September that year, the manor 
of Laughton, and hundred of Shiplake, as alſo the manors of Noteborn 
and Chiltington, in the county of Suſſex, were ſettled on her in jointure. 
Sir John died without ifſue-male by the ſaid Alice, leaving only a Jauphiter, 
Ifabella,- married to John Covert, ſecond ſon to William Covert, of Sul- 


/ Iyngon, in Suſſex, ſg; whereby the eſtate devolved on William; his 


next brother. This William Pelham, Eſq; married Emeline, daughter 

of Nicholls Carryl, of Bentone, in the county of Suſſex, Eſq; but by 

her had no ifſue, and died in the eighteenth of Henry VII. 1503. 
Thomas, his only ſurviving brother and ſucceſſor, who before the 


death of Sir William, refided at Buxſted, died in the ſeventh of Henry 
VIII. 1516: He had iſſue by Margaret, his wife, four ſons and two 


daughters, viz. John, hereafter mentioned; Thomas, who died unmar- 
Tried ; William, ſucceſſor to his brother John; Anthony, anceſtor to the 
Pelhams, of Swineſhead, in Lincolnſhire, and to thoſe of Compton-V a- 
lens, in the county of Dorſet ; Catharine, married to Thomas orley, of 
Glynd, in Suſſex; and Joan, who died unmarried. 

The eldeſt ſon, John Pelham, Eſq; took to wife Anne, daughter of 
Sir Thomas Fienes, Knt. and dying in the life-time of his father, with- 


- out iſſue, his eſtate devolved on his brother, William, who, on the death 


of his father, Thomas Pelham, Eſq; became poſſeſſed of his eſtates alſo, 
The ſaid William Pelham, Eſq; who was thirty years of age and up- 
wards when he ſucceeded to his eſtate, in tlie ſixteenth of Henry VIII. 
in conſideration of the expences he had been at in the king's ſervice, and 
of” his great and good ſervices done him, obtained a grant to incloſe and 
itnpark 500 acres of wood, and 200 acres of land, called the Herthwood, 
or the old Brule, ia the pariſh of Laughton, in Suſſex, and to have free 
warren, in all his lands in the ſaid county; and a ſeveral fiſhery in the 
faid manors and pariſhes, &c. After which he had the honour of night- 
hood conferred upon him, and attended the king, in the twenty-fourth 

ear of his reign, at his interview with the king of France, at Sading- 
Feld, between Calais and Boulogne. He died in the thirtieth of Henry 


VIII. 1538, as appears by the inquiſition taken after his death at Lewes. 
He was twice married: firſt, to Mary, daughter of Sir Richard Carew, 


of. Bedington, in the county of Surry; and, ſecondly, to Mary, daugh- 
ter to William, lord Sands of the Vine, lord chamberlain to Henry 
VIII. By the firſt he had iſſue two ſons, Sir Nicholas, and Edward; and 
three daughters, of whom one was married to Hawkins; another 
to Sir Edward Capel, anceſtor to the preſent earl of Effex ; and the third, 


to Richard Dryland, of Bobbing, in Kent, Eſq; and by the ſecond, he

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- hid alfo three ſons, Sir William, Francis, and Edward.“ Sir William by 


his will, orders his body to be buried in the chancel of the pariſh church of 
Laughton, in Suſſex ; 3 61. 138. 4d. for twenty ſermons; to be 
preached in Laughton, and in the pariſhes there · abouts j orders, that his 
three ſons, William, Francis, and Edward, ſhould have twenty pounds ſterl. 
f their lives, out of his lands, to be divided equally among 

em, and his wife to have theſe twenty pounds during their nonage, to- 
wards their maintenance and education; bequeaths a thouſand marks ſterl. 
to be levied upon his woods, and equally divided among his five daughters 


for marriage portions: to every one of his ſervants a coat; to John De- 


vynyſhe, his. beſt gelding ; and the reſidue of all his goods, debts, tuff; 


and ſubſtance to Mary his wife, whom he conſtitutes his executrix. 


Sir Nicholas Pelham, his eldeſt ſon, by his firſt wife, Mary Carew, was 
elected to parliament for the borough of Arundel, in the firſt year of 
Edward VI. and in the third, was ſheriff of Su and Suſſex, and 
had the honour of knighthood conferred N he had the 

teſt intereſt of any commoner in the county of Suſſex; and when 

e French attempted to land at Seaford, he gathered ſuch a force, as 
fruſtrated their deſign, and obliged them to return to their ſhips. He 


was elected one of the knights for the county of Suſſex, to the parliament 


held in the fourth and fifth of Philip and Mary, which continued to the 


death of that queen; and alſo to that which met in January 1 $59: He 


departed this life in the forty fourth year of his age, and ſecond of queen 
Elizabeth, 15 59, and was buried in St. Michael's church, in Lewes, where 
a monument is erected to his memory. He is characterized as a gentleman 
of letters, a favourer of the reformation, of a pious diſpoſition, and excel - 


* Sir William, the eldeſt ſon, by the ſecond marriage, was one of the moſt famous 
men of his time. In the army under the duke of Norfolk, ſent to the aſſiſtance of the 
Scots, againſt the French, in the ſecond year of queen Flizabeth, 1560, be beld the 
command of the pioneers. When the forces approached Leith, he was one of thoſe ap- 


-pointed to confer with the queen Regent at Edinburgh, and, when the town of Leith 


was inveſted, he had the chief direction of the ficge. In 1562, he went with the army 
ſent to the aſſiſtance of the Proteſtants in France, where he was at the taking of Caen, 
in Normandy, and was wounded in che defence of Newhaven, which endured ſo long a 
fiege ; but having at laſ* capitulated by the queen's orders, vpon honourable terns, Sit 
William was one of the four hoſtages for the performance of them, After this he was 
ſent to Ireland, where he was knighted by-tbe lord deputy, fer his ſervices againſt the re- 
bels 3 and, upon the deputy's death, was choſen by the council to ſupply his place, till a 
new one was apppointed by the queen, He afted with great vigilance, conduct, and 
courage, during his adminiſtration, which continued till September 1580, when he was 
ſuperſeded by Arthur, lord Grey, of Wilton, knight of the Garter. Upon his return to 
England, the quten was ſo well ſatisfied with h's ſervices in Irel⸗nd, that ſhe conſtituted 
him maſter of the ordinance, and admitted him of her privy-council ; and in the year 
1535, when Robert Dudley, earl of Leiceſter, was appointed general of the forces deſtined 
for the Netherlands, Sir William was conſtituted Field Marſhal, in which command he 
performed many gallant aQs, that are particularly related in Srowe”s annals ; but died at 
length at Fluſhing, in November, 1587, leaving William, his eldeſt f n and heir, about 
twenty years of age; another ſon, named Peregrine z and a daughter, named Anne, to 
whom he bequeaths by his will 2000 I. William, bis eldeſt ſon, he had by his firſt wiſe, 
daughter to Henty Nevil, earl of Weſtmoreland, and from bim are deſcended the Pel- 
hams, of Brokelſby, in the county of Lincoln. The other ſon and daughter he had 
by his ſecond, daughter of Anthony co of Whiſton, in the county of North- 
ampton, and widow of Sir Robert Dormer, of Aſcot, in the county of Bucks, Kant. 


Edward Pelham, Sir Willam's younget brother, was bred to the law, and gradually 
advanced in his profefſion till he was knighted, and made a lord chief baron of the ex- 
ehequer in Ireland. He was anceſtor to the Pelhams of Cattesfield, in Suſſex, and

John Pelham, his eldeſt ſon, was elected one of the knights for the 
county of Suſſex, in 1571 ; received the honour of knighthood, at Rye, in 
Suſſex in 1573 and Jeparting this ſiſe in 1580, wis buried in the Tri- 
nity church, in the Minories, without Aldgate, London, where à monu- 
ment was creed to his memory, by his lady, daughter of Oliver, lord St. 
John of Bletſhoe. His only fo, Oliver Pelham, by the ſaid lady, dying 
in 15 +: was ſacceeded in the eſtate at Laughton, &c, by his uncle, 

Sir Thomas, who was returned to parliament, with William Covert, as 
knights for Suſſex, in the twenty-eighth of queen Elizabeth; and, in 
the thirty-farſt, was ſheriff of Suſſex and Surry, On the inſtitution of the 
order of baronets, by James I. in 1611, he was advanced to that dignity, 
and was the ſeventh in order of precedency. He took to wife, Mary, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Walſingham, of Scadbury, in Kent, elder brother 


of the famous ſecretary Walſingham, and left iſſue Sir Thomas Pelham, 


baronet, and a mo aged Judith,” marritd to Henry Cary, lord Hunſdon,

Sit Thomas Pelham, Bart. his eldeſt ſon, was elected one of the knights 
the county of Suſſex in the life time | of his father, and the twenty- 
firſt of James I; alſo for the firſt parliament called by Charles F ; for that 
held in the fifteenth year of his reign, and for that which met at Weſt- 
minſter, in November 1640. In theſe parliaments he conſtantly. voted 
with thoſe who profeſſed the preſervation of the rights and liberties of the 
ſubject, the object of their views; and endeavoured the- compoſing of our 
difterences during the civil wars, without being any ways concerned in the 
uſurpation of the government. However he had his ſhare in the troubles 
of thoſe: times, as well as his kinſman, Henry Pelham, Eſq; Who was 
member for Grantham, in Lincolnſhire, and being a perſon of eminent 


abilities, diſtinguiſhed himſelf greatly in parliament; particularly in oppo-

Suſſex, with his brother, Sir John Pelham, in1679, and fat for ſeveral towns

HT Els noble and illuſtrious family (eminently diſtinguiſhed by its an; 
tiquity, and by the honours and extenſive, poſſeſſions enjoyed in its 
different and numerous brenches many ages) appears, from circum- 
ſtances extremely probable, to have ſprung from Robert, a younger ſon of 
Eudes, ſovereign duke of Britany, in France, out of which province they 
are ſuppoſed to have been tranſplanted before the conqueſt of England; 
but were certainly at that time poſſeſſed of the caſtle of Yvery, with 
great eſtates and pewer, and alſo inveſted with- the hereditary office of 
Chief butler in that duchy. Even at this day we are told there are two 
poble families in Britany, who bearnot only the name of Percival, but the 
ancient arms of Yvery, with a difference of tincture only, deſcendants of 
a line for many*centuries, of great diſtinction, knights of the ermine, and 
employed in very eminent ſtations, under the — dukes of that 
country, before its union with the crown of France. Upo the Norman 
anvaſion, in 1066, two of this family came over into England with the 
conqueror, viz. Robert, and Roger de Yvery, who probably were. bro- 
ets, Of theſe, Robert is the immediate anceſtor of the preſent earl of

to the king, dying in the year 1120, or 1121 ; and leaving no iffue, he 
was ſucceeded by Sis next brother, William Gouell de Perceval, lord of 
Yvery, -in Normandy, and of Kary, Weſton, Stawell, &c. in England, 
who alſo engaged, with others, in a rebellion againſt king Henry I. But 
though his aſſociates were defeated, he ſtill maintained his ground, and 
continued his rebellious cqurſes with Almeric de Montfort and others, till, 
in the latter end of the year 1124, he found means to make his with 
the king, providing, at the ſame time, for the ſecurity of his friends. 
This William appears to have paſſed more of his time in England than 


either his father or grandfather, and may be therefore more probably ſy

Walleran, Ralph, Henry, 
William, and Richard. Walleran, the eldeſt, appears to have been 
wholly ſeated in Normandy, and to have ſucceeded to his father's inheri- 
tance only in thoſe parts, the Engliſh poſſeſſions beipg divided among his 
ounger brothers. His deſcendants continued barons of Yvery, in that

eminent German commander, on behalf of Lambert Simnel, the coun- 
rerfeit duke of York. From whence he came (ver to England with 
John de Pole, earl of Lincoln, and all the power of that party, in hopes 
to dethrone the king; but being defeated in the battle of Stoke, near 
Newark upon Trent, he underwent the fate of all the chief leaders in 
that cauſe, having periſhed either in that fight, or ſoon after. Where- 
upon king Henry, aſpiring after his t inheritance, attainted this lord, 
and confiſcated his whole eſtate, inferior at that time to few or none in 
this kingdom. Dying without iſſue, all his titles, viz. that of viſcount 
Lovel, with thoſe antient baronies of Lovel, Holland, Burnell, Dein- 
court, Gray of Rotherfield, and Fitzalan, of Bedal, became forfeited 
to the crown, and remained extinguiſhed till his K majeſty was gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to revive thoſe of Lovel and Holland, in the perſon of 
John, late earl of Egmont, and father of the preſent, in confideration' 
of the conſanguinity of the ſaid earl, and his deſcent both by tte male

. Having thus given a brief account of the elder of this family, till the 
failure of male iſſue, we now return to Richard, the fifth, or youngeſt 
ſon of William Gouel de Perceval, (he firſt who was called Lovel) and 
brother to William, ſurnamed Lovel, father to William, baron Lovel, of 
Dockinges ; which Richard retaining the primitive and paternal name of 
his family, delivered it down to his deſcendants, and is lineal anceſtor to 
the preſent earl of Egmont, lord Lovel and Holland. What portion of

Pray for the ſonl of Richard Perceval, who attended king 
RKRKichard in his expedition to the Holy Land, in the year 1590. 


He metried the daughter of William de Moon, or Mohun, lord of Dun- 
Aer, in the county of Somerſet, who, by ſome of the hiſtorians in the 
reign of kling Stephen, was ſtiled earl of Somerſet and Dorſet ; by whom 
he had three ſons, Robert, Hamelin, and Richard; but the two former 
duying without iſſue, the line was continued by Richard. This Richard. 
was with his father in the Holy Land, and, at his death, left three ſons, 
Robert, Hugh, and John. Robert, the eldeſt, of theſe, became an early 
adventurer in ireland, and, in 1261, went over with Richard de Marlee, 
Stephen de Burgo and near twenty men at arms, where he behaved with 
ſo much valour, chat he acquired great poſſeſkons, which induced him to 
remain there, and to reſign his pared eſtate, or great part thereof, in 
the county of Somerſet, to his brothers. His ſeryices to the ſtate were 
ſo conſiderable, that he received ſummons, as a baron of, that realm, to 
the parliament holden at Dublin, the fourteenth of Edward I. 1285 ; but 
dying the fame year, left two ſons ; Richard, the ſecond baron, who dy- 
jog alſo the dame year without iſſue, lis brother Robert became the hind 
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paron, and was a man of great conſideration in the county of Meath, in 


which he was ſeated near Portleſter, and is preſumed to have built the 
caſtle of Norrach there. His name is entered in two rolls of the barons 
of Ireland. He was flain the twenty-ſecond of October, 1 303, in'a battſe 
with the Iriſh, and was buried at Youghall, to the priory of which he 
had been a great benefactor. He married Grace, eldeft daughter of Mau- 
rice, the ſecond baron of Kerry (anceſtor to the preſent, earls of Kerry, 
and Shelburfe) and left an only fon, Thomas, lord Perceval, the fourth 
baron, who dying without iſſue in 1312, the title ceaſed. We now re- 


turn to John, third brother of Robert, the firſt lord Perceval in Ireland, 


and ſon of Richard de Perceval beforementioned, who continued the line. 
He was twice married; firſt to Alice, ſiſter to Odo de Dampmartin, in 
the county of Sufry, by whom he had three ſon:, Roger, John, and 

Aſcelin; ſecondly, to a lady whoſe name is not known, but by whom he 


had a ſon, named Henry... The time of his death remains a ſecret, ex- 


cept that it was poſterior to the fifth of Edward I. 1277, 
Roger de Perceval, his eldeſt ſon, from whotra the preſent earl of Eg- 
mont immediately deſcends in the direct male line, was lord of Fal. 
Quantoch, Eaſtbury, Stawel, Bridcot, &c. in the county of Somerſet, 
and in the fifteenth of Edward I. ſucceeded, upon the death of Sir John 
Breteche, his wife's father, to the large eſtate of that family in the ſame 
county. In the twenty-fourth of the ſame Edward, he as ſummoned

Sir Ralph Perceval, the eldeſt ſurviving ſon, married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and heir of John de Wyke, of Ninehead, Flory, and Withele, in the 
county of Somerſet, by whom' he had three ſons, John, Richard, and 
Walter; and departed this life in the third of Henry IV. 1402, ag 
about fifty-four years. F e 
John, the eldeſt, dying without iſſue between the years 1414 and 1420, 
was ſucceeded by his next brother, Richard, who married Agnes, the 
daughter of Sir Richard Arthur, of Clopton-in-Gordano, and died be- 
tween the years 1433 and 1436 ; his iſſue was a ſon, named John, and 
two of the name of Ralph, Sir John Perceval, the eldeſt, ſucceeded to 
the eſtate ; but dying ſoon after, had- for his ſucceſſor, Ralph, who mar- 
ried Joan de Boſco, daughter of William de Boſco, lord of Tykenham, 
in the county of Somerſet, by whom he had three ſons, and a daughter ; 
Richard, John, Ralph, and Joan; and died in the ſeventeenth of Edward 
TV. 1477- The iſſue of the two elder of theſe brothers having failed, after 
a few generations, we ſhall proceed directly to that of Ralph, the youngeſt 
brother, and lineal anceſtor of the preſent earl of Egmont. 

This Ralph obtained from his elder brother, of the ſame name, the 

eſtate of Tykenham, to him and his heirs for ever, after the deceaſe of 
the faid Ralph the elder, and Joan his wife, who were to enjoy it during 
their lives, Payirg to the faid Ralph, the younger, the annual acknow- 
ledgment of one Roſe, upon the feaſt of the Naben of St. John the 
Baptiſt, in lieu of all ſervices, cuſtom, or exaction whatever; which 
eſtate, together with Rolleſton (afterwards acquired by Thomas Perceval, 
the ſon of this Ralph, the younger, from Richard Vincent, of that place, 
Eſq; his mother's father) continued in his deſcendants, till it was fold by 
Sir John Perceval, in 1656. He was flain at the battle of Boſworth- 
field, on the twenty-ſecond of Auguſt, 1485, leaving by the daughter, 
and at length heir of Richard Vincent, of Rolleſton, in the county of 
Somerſet, iq; two ſons, Edmund, and Thomas. ; 

Edmund, the eldeſt, dying without iſſue, Thomas, his brother, ſuc- 
ceeded ꝛ0 the eſtate of Tykenham, and obtained Rolleſton from Richard 


Vincent, his uncle. He married Alice, daughter of William, and ſiſter 


and ſole heir of John Cave, lord of Sydenham, in the county of Somerſet, 
and heireſs of the families of Cave, Sydenham, Kitsford, Redmore, 
Pixton, Tilly, &c. by whom he acquired the lordſhip of Sydenham, and 
other great additions to his eſtate. He died about t Nene the 
reign of Henry VIII. leaving a fon, named David, and two daughters. 
Varid, the only ſon of Edmund Perceval, being a man of great pro- 
ſuſion, Elizabeth, the daughter of John Marſhal, of Ethorne, Eſq; his 
wife's mother (viz. widow of Thomas Bythemore, or De la More, her 
Fit huſband) then the wife of James Hadley, Eſq; holding a great 
of the eſtate of Cave in jointure, from John Cave, of Sydenham, Eſqz 
Her ſecond huſband, in order to prevent his diſſipation of that inheritance, 
to which, in the courſe of ſucceſſion, he was intitled after her.deceaſe, 
gave him one thouſand pounds, (a great ſum in thoſe days) in conſidera- 
tion Khereof the ſaid David bound himſelf to reccive no profit therefrom 
to his own uſe; and made over the mairiage and wardſhip of his two 
ſons to the {aid Elizabeth, their grandmother. He married Alice, daugh- 
ter of Thomas de la More, or Bythemore, ſiſter and ſole heir of John 4 
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la More, lord of Overwere, &c. in the county of Somerſet, by whom he 
acquired to his family the manor, town, and borough of Overwere, 
(which formerly ſent two members to parliament) and a great eſtate be- 
ſides, in the county laſt mentioned. He died in the twenty-fifth of 
Henry VIII. 1524, leaving a daughter, named Blaſſe, and three ſons, 
viz. James and George, (who were twins) and Thomas. James, the 
eldeſt, dying without iſſue, in 1548, at the age of ſeventeen, was ſuc- 
ceeded by his brother, George, who next year married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter to Sir Edward Bampfylde, of Poltimore, in the county of Devon; 
and his great uncle, John Bythemore, dying in 1551, he then ſucceeded 
to the whole inheritance of that ſamily. In 1553, on the feaſt of St. 
Andrew, having attained his full age, he had livery of his lands, which 
amounted to 20001. a year, one of the largeſt eſtates at that time in the 
weſtern parts of England. He died in or about the year 1599, and had 
iſſue three ſons, Richard, Bamfylde, and Thomas; the two laſt of whom 
died young ;-and a daughter, Elizabeth, married to Sir Gilbert 
Richard the eldeſt and only ſurviving ſon, was a man of extraordinary 
parts and ge, but guilty of great extravagance in the beginning 
of his life. By marrying Joan, the ſeventh yy > of Henry Younge, 
Eſq; ſecond brother of the houſe of Buckhorn-Weſton, in the county of 
Dorſet, againſt the approbation of his father, he ſo offended him, that 
for many years he would neither ſee him, nor contribute to his ſupport. 
This ſeverity engaged many of his relations on his ſide, particularly Ro- 
ger Cave, of Stamford, Eſq; at whoſe houſe he paſſec much of his time, 
and there made acquaintance with the lord Burleigh, who was after- 
wards'of much ſervice to him; for that lord, with great friendſhip, tak- 
ing. him under his own care, and, obſerving his ability, employed him 
in many ſecret tranſactions of ſtate. Some diſpatches wrote in cypher 
from the Low Countries to Spain, at the time that vaſt preparations were 
making for the great armada, 1 been intercepted, the contents 
whereof were unintelligible to any of the council; and having been de- 
cyphered, tranſlated, and fairly tranſcribed by this Richard, the import- 
ance of the diſcoveries made thereby was ſuch, and the ſervice of the 
perſon employed therein ſo grateful to the queen, that ſhe aſſigned him a 
penſion of 800 marks per annum, Some time after which he obtained 
an employment in the duchy court of Lancafter, worth 400 l. per annum; 
and Sir Re/bert Cecil (afterwards earl of Saliſbury, ſon to the lord Bur- 
leigh) then ſecretary of flate, being made maſter of the wards, this Ri- 
chard was appointed by him ſecretary to that court, an office of much 
credit and great emolument. In the firſt parliament of Jawes I. he was 
elected to ſerve for the . borough of Richmond, in the county of York, 
which place he repreſented many years, and made a conſiderable figure in 
the affairs of trade, revenue, and other matters of public concern, par- 
ticularly in the great buſineſs of the union with and, which was long 
attempted by the king, though without ſucceſs. In the beginning of the 
ſame reign, he obtained a grant from the crown, jointly with Edmund 
Dutiield, Eſq; of the lands of the diſſolved anger; founded by car- 
dinal Wolſey, at Ipſwich, in the county of Suffolk, and was alſo made 
remembrancer of the court of wards. In 1609, Sir William Fleetwood, 
receiver-general of that court, being deficient in the balance of his ac- 
counts, that office was put into commiſſion, and this Richard Perceval ap- 
pointed firſt commiſſioner, with a grant of the whole profits of that place, 
— | paying 
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paying only thereout 100 marks yearly to each of the other two who were 

Joined therein. Aſter this he had a patent for the office of auditor- gene- 

ral of the court of wards in reverſion; beſides which, he obtained many 

wardſhips, and leaſes of eſtates in ward, to a great value. In 1612; the 

earl of Saliſbury dying, he was diſmiſſed from all his employments in the 

court of wards; but in 1615 he went over to Ireland, havipg been made 

regiſter of that court there, with, a ſalary of 1000 marks per annum. 

Thus introduced, and Judiciouſly obſerving the improvements already 

made in Ireland after the peace, and foreſeeing thoſe that would naturally 

Hollow further therefrom, he took the reſolution to ſell a part of his an- 

cient patrimony in England, and lay out the money arikog therefrom in

In 1634, he was appointed general-feodary 
of Ireland, and 9 $4.4 of Munlter ; and had a grant of Liſmurtagh, 
and other lands in the county of Tipperary, the forfeited eftate of William 
Bret of that place, Eſq. In 1637, he obtained divers conſiderable grants 
of lands and manors from the crown, ig the counties of Cork and Tip- 

„which were altogether erected into one honour, by the name of 
the manor of Burton, taken from his manor and ſeat of the ſame name, 
in the county of Somerſet, in England, with free warren and chece 
throughout the whole extent thereof, power to impark 1600 acres, and 
many other privileges; which royalty contains 15,347 acres, two roods, 
of the beſt land in that kingdom. Not long after he had a patent for the 
manor of Liſcarrol, contiguous to thoſe of Duhallow, Kanturk, and 
Burton, before-mentiqned, containing 6254 atres, one rood, and fix 
perches ;..and, in 1638, in conjunction with Sir James Ware, obtained 
the favour of a grant for the ſole licenſing of ale and aqua · vitæ, through- 
out the whole kingdom of Ireland. He had likewiſe the honour to be ad- 
mitted one of the privy-council to king Charles I. and before the break- 
ing out of the war, procured divers other grants of lands and wardſhips to 
a vaſt value, being poſſeſſed, when the great rebellion commenced in Ire- 
land, (excluſive of his Engliſh eſtate) of 78 knights fees, and one half. 
making 101,000 ftatute acres, all le ſed either for years or lives; the re- 
ſerved rents whereof amounted to 400901]. per annum, beſides the royal-

7 his judgment and inclination, to-pive 
way to the ceſſation then concluded with the Iriſh. In the treaty held in 
1644, between the king at Oxford, and the deputies of the Iriſh conſe- 
derates, who were then an eee to obtain by a projected peace, un- 
reaſonable graces and favours, he 10 expoſed the demands of the Iriſh, 
which tended to throw the whole power of the ſtate into their hands, that 
the court did not dare to venture at a compliance with them, as they then 
much defired to do (in order to bring over an army of 10,000 Iriſh 
againſt the parliament, which they ſtipulated) and actually did in the fol- 
lowing year. But Sir Philip, for refuſing to aſſiſt in that deſtructive pro- 
ject e looked upon by the court, as a Roundhead, and thus rendered 
imſelf too obnoxious either to remain there, or return to Ireland, pri- 
vately left Oxford, quitted the royaliſts, and joined the parliament. In 
1646, he was made choice of by the province of Ulſter to manage their 
affairs and intereſts with the parliament in England, in which he incurred 
ſuch diſpleaſure from the independent party, by his oppoſition to their 
dark deſigne, that they made ſeveral inveterate attacks upon him, which 
he reſiſted with great ſpirit, and the utmoſt proof of his integrity. In 
1647, the Proteſtant army in Munſter, under the lord Inchiquin, by an 
; unanimous addreſs of the council of war, intreated him in terms of the 
. - higheſt reſpect, to take upon him the ſole conduct of their intereſt in the 
parliament of England. That you the independants made a freſh attack 
upon him in parliament, in conſequence of their diſcovering, that he had 
been ſecretly endeaveuring to bring over the lord Inchiquin and that arm 
to check their inſolence, and that of the Engliſh army, but without ef- 
ſect; and he continued reſolutely to oppoſe the meaſures of that party, 
and to exert himſelf in behalf of the parliament, till the army was 
brought up, and in poſſeſſion of the city, when there was no poſſibility of 
any karther reſiſtance left. Not long after, overborne by the jncreafing 
malice of the party that he oppoſed, and worn out with reflection upon 
the ſad condition both of the public and his own private affairs; which 
threatened his total and ſpeedy ruin, he died, aſter a few days illneſs, on 
the tenth of November, 1647, in the forty-fourth year of his age, fo re- 
ſpefted, notwithſtanding the violence of the faction that ſought his ruin, 
: ; he was buried three days after, by order and at the expence of the 
arliament, who ordered 200 l. to his widow to defray 2 of his 
ET in the church of St. Martin in the fields, Weſtminſter, primate. 
Uſher preaching his funeral ſermon. He married, in 1626, Catharine, 
grand-davghter to Sir William Uſher, Ent. clerk of the council, and 
daughter of his eldeſt ſon, Arthur Uſher, Eſq; by Judith, his wife, 
daughter to Sir Robert Newcomen, Bart. and by her had five ſons and 
four. daughters. The ſons were, Sir John Perceval, Bart. his ſucceſſor ; 
Richard, who died in 1638, without iſſue; William, who died young; 
Arthur, who died in 1653, without iſſue; and George, who was regiſter 
of the prerogative court, had a conſiderable eſtate in Ireland, obtained 
partly Homes brother, Sir John, and partly from the crown, and was 
drowned in a voyage to England, near Holy-head, in 1675, leaving iſſue 
by bis wife, Mary, daughter and heir to William Crofton, of Temple- 
-houle, in the county of Sligo; Eſq; three ſons and tue daughters. 


\ 
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bis ſiſters, one was married to Randolph Clayton, of Mallow, in the 
county of Cork, Eſq; another to Jonas Wheeler, of Grenan, in the 
county of Kilkenny; and two died unmarried; ; 
Sir John Perceval, Bart. (lord of Tykenham, Rolleſton, and Burton, 
in the county of Somerſet, in England, and of Duhallow, Burton, Liſ- 
carrol, Kanturk, Lohort, &c. in the county of Cork, and Caſtlewarn- 
ing, in the county of Dublin, in Ireland) the eldeſt ſon of Sir Philip, 
was a ſtudent at the time of his father's death, in the univerſity of Cam- 
bridge, and became nominally lord of a great eſtate in England and Ire- 
land, then ſequeſtered by the governing faction. But notwithſtanding his 
youth, and his being obnoxious, on account of his father's conduct, to all 
the different patties, yet he carried himſelf with ſo much addreſs, that af- 
ter the entire reduction of Ireland, he was ſent over, in 165 3, with the lord 
deputy Fleetwood, to aſſiſt in fettling the affairs of that kingdom; in 
which ſervice he recommended himſelf fo well, that, in 1653, the com- 
miſſioners-of the revenues of the ſequeſtration, received orders to give him 
full poſſeſſion of his eſtate, (the 175 favour of the kind done under that 
government) though it ſtill continued to be loaded for ſome time with an 
aſſeſſment of 2400 l. a year, to 5.1 ugg the charge of the ſtate ; but he 
was at length relieved from that burden, in 1655, and reſtored to the of- 
fice of clerk of the crown and common pleas, which had been enjoyed by 
his father. An act having been paſſed in 1656, for the ſecurity of the 
Protector's perſun, and continuation of the nation in peace and ſafety, he 
was appointed one of the commiſſioners for the execution thereof; but on 
the ProteQor's death, and the anarchy that enſued, he ſo effectually em- 
ployed himſelf with Richard Cromwell, that to his inſtances was princi- 
y owing his quiet reſignation of the power of that family; which con- 
ct was ſo acceptable to the ſecluded members, who then returned to par- 
liament, that he was named one of the four counſellors to the preſident of 
Munſter, and, on May 7, 1660, appointed by their commiſhoners clerk 
of the crown, prothonotary of the common-pleas, and keeper of the pub- 
lic accompts. Soon after the reſtoration he was ſworn of the privy- 
council, and in 1661, created a baronet, with this remarkable clauſe in 
the patent, that the eldeſt ſon, or grandſon, ſhould be a baronet, after the 
age of twenty-one years, at the ſame time with the father or grand- 
father; and having been elected a knight of the ſhire for the county of 
Cork, the great work of the act of ſettlement was principally con 
by the earl of Orrery and him, whoſe ſuperior knowledge of the inte» 
reſt of Ireland was univerſally confeſſed. _ In 1662, he was reſtored to the 
place of regiſter of the court of wards, (an office of immenſe. profit, 
"boliſhed by act of e not long after, having never been enjo 
by any but this family, in whoſe favour it had been erected) and at the 
ſame time appointed regiſter to the court of claims. In 1663, he ob- 
tained-a grant of two markets and two fairs at Wilſheſtow n, in the county 
of Cork. In 1664, he was conſtituted one of the members of the coun- 
eil of trade chen'eltabliſh ed in Ireland; and next year made regiſter to 
the commiſſioners for executing the act of explanation, and one of the 
_ truſtees for the commiſſioned officers, who had ſerved in Ireland before the 


fifth of June 1649. In 165 5, he married Catharine, daughter of Ro-

| lies of the Ducies and Mortons, One of the former family having 
Tailed a regiment in Normandy, of which country they originally were, 
brought it over to England; to the aſſiſtance of queen [ſab*i (conſort to 
king Edward II.) againſt the Spencers; for Which ſervice he had a 
grant of lands in St ffordſhire, which his deſcendants enjoyed for many 
ages, till about the latter end of Henry VIII.

HIS antient family was 8 ſurnamed Tilton, from their reſi- 
dence at Tilton, in Leiceſterſhire, where, in the reign of Henry II. they 

were poſſeſſed of a very large eſtate. In the reign of Henry III. they te- 

moved to Digby, in the tounty of Lincoln, whence they had their pre- 

» Fent name. Sir Everard Digby, who was ſheriff and member of parlia- 
ment for the county of Rutland, in the reiga of Henry VI. and loſt his 
life, w:th his chree brothers, at the battle of Towton-field, in the firſt of 
Edward IV. fighting on the fide of the houſe of Lancaſter, left iſſne by 
his wife, Jaqueta, daughter of Sir John Ellis, of Devon, ſeven ſons and 

a daughter. Simon, the ſecond of theſe ſons, anceſtor of the lord Digby, 
was knighted by Edward IV. who conferred ſeveral other favours upon 
him: yet upon the 2 of the earl of Richmond, he, with his bro- 
thers, joined and fought for him, in the deciſive battle of Boſworth. In 
reward of his ſervices that day, Henry VII. in the firſt year of his reign, 
made him ſteward of the lordſhips of Uppingham, Pretton, Barrowden, 
Eſenden, and-Gretham, in the county of Rutland; with other lands in 
that county, that had belonged to the eſtate of George, duke of Cla-

Neil, his ſucceſſor; and Sir Donald, of Redhouſe, from whom the fa- 
mily of Loudon, and the other cadets of this illuſtrious branch of the 
Campbells, derive their pedigree. | C 
Sir Neil, the eldeſt ſon, was hanoured with knighthood by king Alex- 
ander III. towards the end of his reign. He was alſo one of the great 
men of Scotland ſummoned to Berwick on the part of Robert de Bruce, 
when he and all the competitors for the crown had referred the deciſion 
of their reſpective claims to Edward I. of England; and when that 
prince declared in favour of John Baliol, Sir Neil Campbell did ſo far 
uieſce in the deciſion as to continue faithful to king John till that 
unhappy prince had unking'd himſelf by an inglorious ſurrender of the 
. cl of the crown to the king of England, whom he ac- 
nowledoed ſdperior and direct lord of Scotland. But no ſooner did king 


Robert aſſert his title to the crown, and declare his determined reſolution 


to recover his own rgiht, and redeem his country from its ſubjection to a 
foreign power, or periſh in the attempt, than Sir Neil attached him- 
ſelf to him, owned his title, and gave ſo many proofs of his zeal for 
the honour and liberty of his country, and of his loyalty to that heroic 
prince, that he was pitched on to command a party of loyaliſts ſent to 
Argyleſhire to curb and over-awe the lord of Lorn, who was a _—_— 
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enemy to the Brucean title. On this occaſion he acquitted himſelf with 
ſach ſpirit and fucceſa, that he ſoon recoxered the counties af Argyle and 
Lorn, and brought them to ſubmit to king Robert, notwithſtanding the 
joint efforts of the lord Lorn, and his numerous aſſodiates and de ents, 
to the contrary. Sir Neil continued to ſtick-cloſe to king R and” 
was among thoſe illuſtrious patriots who accompanied him. to Scone, and 
aſliſted at the ſolemnity of his coronation in the year 1306 after which 
he gave many fignal inſtances of his ſiedfaſtneſs and loyalty to that mô- 
narch, even at the loweſt ebb of his fortune, particularly by entering in- 
to an aſſociation with Sir Gilbert Hay and Sir Alexander Seton, and 
binding themſelves in a maſt ſolemn manner, to deſend, till the laſt period 
of their lives, the liberties of their country; and the title of their king, 


Robert Bruce, againſt all morrals, French, Engliſ and Scots; to which 


they appended their ſeals at the abbey af Cambutkenneth, Sept. 9, 1308. 
In 1314 he was one of the commiſſioners on the part of Scotland, au- 
thorized to treat with the Engliſh for a peace; and next year was 
one of the barons at the parliament held at Aire, when an entail was 


| made of the crown to king Robert and his heirs ; about which time he 


obtained, in conſideration of his loyalty and fervices, a grant of ſeveral 
lands then in the crown by the forfeiture of. thoſe who had adhered to the 
intereſt of Baliol; and tooblige him the more, the king beſtowed on him 
the lady Mary Bruce, - his. filter, in marriage.

Sir Colin Campbell, of Lochow, the eldeſt ſon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
by his gallant behaviour in Ireland, in behalf of Edward Bruce, 
= king's brother, in 1316: in conſideration - whereof he obtained a 
grant of divers lands in Argyleſhire, by a charter = extant; and having 
ing Robert's reign, he 
continued no leſs ſtedfaſt to king David, his ſon; for whoſe ſervice, even 
when his affairs were moſt deſperate, he raiſed 400 men, and took the caſtle 
of Dunoon, then in the hands of the Engliſn; for which fervice, when 
that prince came to be eſtabliſhed upon the throne, he made him heredita- 
ry governor of the caſtle, and his deſcendants ſtill remain ſuch at this day. 
He married a daughter of the _ of Lennox, by whom he had three 
ſons and a daughter, viz. Archibald, his ſucceſſor; John, anceftor of the 
branch of Barbreck ; Sir Dougal, who loſt his eſtate for adhering to Edward 
Baliol; and Alicia, who was married to Alan Lauder, of Hatton. He 
had alſo a naturul ſon, Niel, from whom the Campbells of Melfort de- 
rive their deſcent. He died about the year 1340, and was ſucceeded 
Archibald, his eldeſt ſon, who having conſtantly adhered to king Da- 
vid, during his captivity in England, after the battle of Durham; that 
prince, on his return, to reward his loyalty, beſtowed on him ſeveral lands 
then in the crown by the forfeiture of Sir Dougal Campbell, his own bro- 
ther, in 1357. He married Mary, daughter of Sir John Laumont, by 
whom he had a ſon and ſucceſſor, Ap

iſoner in En , fo far, that he prevailed with him to ranſom and re- 
the king to his father's throne. That prince, upon his return to his 
dominions, admitted him to his privy council, and alſo conſtituted him 
his lieutenant and juſticiary within the ſhire of Argyle; in which office 
he was continued by king James II. who moreover advanced him to the 
dignity of a lor of parhament, by the title of lord Campbell, in 1445. 
His works of piety were E in particular, he gave in pure 
alms to the monks of the abbey of Sandale, in Kintyre, che lands of 
Blairnatiber, ſor the health of his ſoul, and founded the collegiate church 
of Kilmun, by his charter, dated Auguſt 4, 1442. By his firſt lady 
aforeſaid, he had three ſons, viz. Celeſtine, who died without iſſue; Ar- 
chibald, who married in his father's life-time, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
John Somerville, of Carnwath, anceſtor of the lord Somerville, by whom 
he had a ſon, Colin, who ſucceeded his grandfather; Sir Colin, anceſtor 
of the family of Glenorchy, now dignifed with the title of earl of Bread- 
albin. By his ſecond lady, daughter of Sir John Stewart, of Blackhall, 
natural ſon of king Robert III. he had three ſons, who were the founders 
of many families {till exiſting in Scotland. This lord Duncan died in 
the year 145 3, and was buried in the church of Kilmun, where there is 
a noble monument erected over him, with the ſtatue of himſelf, as big as

Colin, ſecond lord Campbell, and grandſon of the former, was crea- 


ted earl of Argyle by James II. in 1457; and in the reign of his ſon, James 


III. / filled: the highelt offices of the ſtate, being ſucceſſively privy-ſeal, 
maſter, or ſteward of the houſhold, and lord chancellor. In 1465, he 
and others had the king of England's protection and ſafe- conduct for 


dne year, coming on an embaſly, with 200 perſons in their retinue, to 


treat with the ambaſſadors of England about an alliance, and alſo about 
a truce or ceſſation of arms. He was in no leſs favour with king James 
IV. after his acceſſion to the throne, by whom he was again conſtituted 
Chancellor in the year 1488, and he enjoyed that office till his death, in 
1492.

natural ſon and heir to John, earl of Roſs. 
Archibald, ſecond earl of Argyle, and eldeſt ſon of the-former, being 
a nobleman of great accompliſhments, was by James IV. promoted to 
be chancellor of Scotland in the year 1494 ; lord-chamberlain in 1495, 
and maſter, of the houſehold in 1498. At the battle of Flodden, in 
1513, he commanded the vanguard of the army; and behaving himfelf 
with great valour, was there killed, with his royal maſter, king James

Colin, third earl, of Argyle, and eldeſt ſon. of the former, in 1528, 
was. conſtituted lieutenant of the. Borders, and warden of the Marches, 
which offices he diſcharged ſo much to the ſatisfaction of his maſter, that 
he obtained, firſt, a grant of the lordſhip of Abernethy, then in the 
crown, by the forfeiture of the earl of Angus, and, afterwards, an am- 
ple confirmation of the hereditary ſherifflhip of Argyleſhire, and of the 
offices of hereditary juſticiary, or juſtice-general of Scotland, and maſten 
of the houſehold. He married Janet, daughter of Alexander, earl of 
Huntley, by whom he had three ſons and one daughter, viz. Archibald, 
his ſucceſſor ; John, anceſtor of the Campbells of Lochnell and Stone- 
field, &c. Alexander, dean of Murray; Margaret, married firſt to 
James Stuart, earl of Murray, natural fon of king James IV; and then 
to John, earl of Sutherland. Departing this life in 1542, he was ſuc- 
ceeded by his eldeſt ſon, | x | 
Archibald, fourth earl of Argyle, and eldeſt ſon of the former, who, 
on the death of James V. was one of the peers that entered into an aſſo- 
ciation to oppoſe the then intended match — queen Mary and king 
Edward VI. of England, and conſequential union of the Crowns, as 
- tending to the high diſhonour, perpetual ſkaith, damage, and ruin of 
the liberty and nobleneſs of this realm,“ as it was in the original, bear- 
ing date the fourth of July, 1543. On the breaking out of the war 
with England, he remarkably , diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his valour 
and conduct, both at the battle of Pinkie, in 1547, and at the ſiege of 
Haddington, in 1548, in defence of his queen and country. He was the 
firſt of his quality who embraced the Proteſtant religion at the beginning; 
of the reformation, and the moſt zealous afterwards in promoting it; 
particularly recommendiag it to his ſor, on his death-bed, to propagate 
the preaching of the goſpel, according to the reformed principles, and . 
to ſuppreſs Romiſh ſuperſtition and idolatry. He died in 1558, leaving 
iſſue, by lady Helen Hamilton, his firſt wife, daughter of James, earl of 
Arran, Archibald, his ſucceſſor ; and, by his ſecond, daughter of Wil- 
liam, carl of Monteith, Sir Colin Campbell, of Buchan ; and two daugh- 
ters, one of whom was married to James Stuart, lord Down, anceſtor of 
= preſent earl of Murray; and the other to Hector M'Lean, of Dowart,

Archibald, fifth earl of Argyle, and eldeſt ſon of the former, being a 
perſon of ſingular endowments, was ſent, in 1558, by the Eſtates of 
Scotland, ambaſſador to the queen, then in France, to ſupplicate her 
majeſty in favour of the Reformation; but meeting with a repulſe, and 
the French having got footing in Scotland, he, with the duke of-Chattel- 
Herault, and the earl of Arran, his ſon, ſued to queen Elizabeth for aid 
to expel them; and, together with the garls of Glencairn, Morton, and 


others, 
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others; entered into an affociation, wy they bound themſelves to 
aſſiſt one another in advuncing the cauſe of religion; which they at laſt 
happily got eftabliſhed by act of parliament, in 1560. The fame year 
he was one of the ſeven peers, authoriſed by queen Mary, on her refig. 
nation of the crown, to be regent of the kingdom, if the earl of Mur- 
ray ſnould refuſe to be regent alone. On the breaking out of the civil 
war in the reign of queen Mary, he eſpouſed her intereſt, and was gene- 
ral of her forces at the battle of Langfide, againſt the earl of Murray, 
then regent ; but having been defested, he ſubmitted to the authority of 
her ſon, king James, and afterwards came to be fo confiderable, that, on 
the death of the regent, Matthew, earl of Eenox, in 151, be flood a 
candidate to ſucceed him; but the earl of Marr having been choſen for 
that office, he was conftituted lord high chancellor, and continued ſuch 
till his death, in 1575, with univerſal reputation, He was twice mar- 
ried ; firſt, to lady Jane Stuart, natural daughter of king James V; and 
ſecondly, to Jane, daughter of Alexander, earl of Glencairn ; but hav : 
ing had no iffue by either of them, he was ſucceeded in his honours and 
eſtate, by his brother and heir, 1. 

Sir Colin Campbell, of Buchan, who was conſtituted one of the lords 
of the privy- council to king James VI. in the year 1577, and lord high 
chancellor of Scotland, on the deceaſe of John, earl of Athol, in 1579, 
which, together with ſeveral other great employments in the ſtate, he en- 
joyed till his death, in 1584. He married, firſt, Janet Stuart, daughter 
of Henry, lord Methuen, and grand-danghter of the princeſs Margaret, 
eldeſt daughter of Heary VII. king of England, who was married, firſt, 
to James IV. of Scotland; and, after his death, to the earl of Angus, 
of the name of Douglas. then having been divorced from the ſaid earl, to 
one Stuart, whoſe ſon was made Jord Methuen by king James V. and 
was father of Janet, counteſs of Argyle; who dying without iſſue, his 
lordſhip married, ſecondly, Agnes, daughter of William, earl Mariſchal, 
and widow of James, earl of Murray, by whom he had two ſons, Archi- 
bald, his ſucceſſor; and Sir Colin Campbell, of Landy, Bart. 
Archibald, ſeventh earl of Argyle, was appointed general of the 
forces ſent againſt the earls of Huntley, at the battle of Glenlivet, in 
the year 1594 ſoppreſſed the inſurrection of the M'Gregors in the year 
1603; and another more formidable, by the M"Donalds, in the Weſtern 
Iles, in 1614; in reſpect of which, and his other great ſervices, he ob- 
tained a grant of the country of Kintyre, in 1617, ratified by a ſpecial 
act of parliament. In 1618, he went to Spain, and ſignalized himſelf . 
in that ſervice againſt the States of Holland, till, by his majeſty's per- 
miſſion, he returned to England, and died at London, in 1638. By his 
firſt lady, Anne, daughter of William, earl of Morton, he had Archi- 
bald, his ſucceſſor, and four daughters; of whom the eldeſt was married 
to , ſecond marquis of . the ſecond, to Robert, ſecond 
earl of Lothian; the third; to John, firſt viſcount Kenmure, and the 
fourth, to Sir Robert Montgomery, of Skelmorly. By his ſecond, 
daughter of Sir William Cornwallis, of Brome, (anceſtor of earl Corn- 
walls) by Mary his wife, third daughter, and one of the coheirs of John, 
lord Latimer, he had a fon, James, created, firſt, lord Kintyre by king 
James VI. and afterwards dignified with the title of earl of Irvine, by

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79 Archibald, eighth earl of Argyle, and eldeſt ſon of the former, was of 
t the privy- council to Charles I. In 1628, he reſigned into his majeſty's 
w hands the office of juſtice-general of all Scotland, which had been in his 
— family for ſeveral ages, re 7 only to himſelf and his heirs, the juriſ- 
3 dition of Argyle, and the Weſtern Iſles, and wherever elſe he had lands 
i1 in Scotland, which was ratified by act of parliament, in 1633, when 
_ his majeſty was preſent in perſon. Not Jong after which, in reſpect of 
his own merit, as well as the remarkable fidelity and loyalty of his fami- 
ly in former times to the crown, his majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to create 
him marquis of Argyle. During the civil wars of that reign, he joined 
with the parliament, and ſhewed himſelf ſo zealous a covenanter and aſ- 
ſertor of the Preſbyterian church-government ; that he was accounted the 
head of the party, and, after the reſtoration, accuſed of high-treaſon, 
for oppoſing his majeſty's ſervice and 2 correſponding and com- 
plying with Cromwell, &c. and being found guilty by the parliament, 
was beheaded at Edinburgh, in May, 1661. Immediately before his 
execution, he ſolemnly declared, that he was altogether free from any 
acceſſion to the death of king Charles I;“ and, like a good Chriſtian, 
«« prayed to God to bleſs his majeſty in his perſon and government.“ 
He married Margaret, daughter of William, earl of Morton, by whom he 
had two ſons; Archibald, afterwards earl of Argyle; and lord Niel 
Campbell, of Ardmaddie, ſome time governor of Dunbarton-caſtle ; 
| and three daughters: one of whom died unmarried ; another was married 
to Robert, firſt marquis of Lothian ; and the ether, firſt, ro George, 
| -earl of Caithneſs, and then to John, earl of Braidalbin. | $3.55 
| Archibald, the eldeſt fon, whom his majeſty reſtored, in 1663, to his 
| andfather's honour, viz. to that of earl of Argyle, paſling over his fa- 
ther, and gave him a great part of his eſtate, leaving the reſt to be ſold 
for the payment of debts, was conſtitured, in 1650, captain of the foot- 
guards, with this remarkable circumſtance, that all commiſſions were then 
iven by the parliament, yet he would not ſerve without a commiſſion 
from the king. After the defeat of the royal army at Worceſter, in 1651, 
he took arms for his majeſty's ſervice ; which incenſed Oliver Cromwell 
ſo much, that, though he granted a pardon, and general indemnity to 
the people of Scotland by his proclamation in 1654, yet was he, with 
ſeveral other loyaliſts, particularly excepted : and with fingular conſtancy 
preſerving his dar and ſidelity to his majeſty inviolate, would never ca- 
aro till he had- general Middleton's order from the king, in 1655, 
to do; then he made his compoſition, without any. other engagement 
than laying down his arms, and retired to his houſe, where he lived in 
great privacy till the reſtoration. Not long after he had recovered his 
eſtate and honours, he was named a privy-counſellor, and one of the 
commiſſioners of the treaſury, which office he diſcharged for many years 
with great fidelity, and through all <7, by appeared a fincere well- 
wiſher to the Proteſtant intereſt. Accordingly, ſeeing to what pals things 
were like to come, he propoſed, in a committee of council, that to the 
reſt might be added ſome acts againſt popery ; and when he took the teſt, 
he declared, that he took it only fo far as it was conſiſtent with itſelf 
and the Proteſtant religion ; and did not mean to bind himſelf up thereby 
from oppoſing any thing that was repugnant to the intereſt either of the 
Church or ſtate.” This was ſo ill taken, that all methods were deviſed 
to ruin him; and the king, by the calumnies and inſinuations of ſome, 


who bore no will, fo far incenſed againſt him, that he was ſent 
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priſoner to the caſtle of Edinburgh, and, on bis trial, in 1681, found 
_ = guilty of high-treafon ; but he made his eſcape out of the caſtle very dex- 
teroully, in the dreſs of a lady's page, and got over to Holland, whence, 
with a tew men, he invaded Scotland, in 1685, a little before the duke 
of Monmouth landed.in England. That attempt miſcarried; for having 
never been able to raiſe above 2000 men, he was, in a ſhort time, totally 
routed, and taken priſoner ; and thereupon (on his former ſentence) was 
beheaded at che croſs of Edinburgh. He married Mary Stuart, daughter 
of James, third earl of Murray, by whom he had four ſons and two daugh- 
ters, viz. Archibald, the tenth earl (and firſt duke) of Argyle; ſoho,

Archibald, lord Lorn, the eldeſt ſon, was one of thoſe Scotch gentle- 
men that came over with king William from Holland, at the revolution, 
in 1688. He was owned, by the convention of the eſtates, as earl of Ar- 
gyle, before the Cakes 6s his father was taken of, which, by the ele- 
venth article of the claim of right, was declared to be the ſcandal of the 
Juſtice of the nation, It having been carried by a * majority in the 
Scotch convention, that the prince of Orange ſhould fil the vacant throne, 
his lordſhip was deputed by the nobility, and Sir James Montgomery and 
Sir "ps Dalrymple, by the commons, to offer the crown, in the name 
of the ſaid convention, to their majeſlies, and tender them the coronation 
oath ; for which, and other ſervices, on their advancement to the throne, 
he was admitted of the privy-council ;. in 1690, made one of the lords of 
the treaſury; in 1694, colonel of the Scotch horſe-guards, and an extra- 
ordinary lord of ſeſlon; and, in 1701, created duke of Argyle, marquis 
of Kintyre and Lorn, earl of Campbell and Cowal, viſcount Lochow 
and Gleniſla, lord of Inve ary, Mull, Morvern, and Terrey. His grace

His grace e rA ife in 1743, with- 
out ĩſſue- male, the titles of duke and earl of Greenwich, and baron of 
Cn became extinct; but in his other titles, he was ſucceeded by his 
Archibald, third duke of Argyle, who, in 1705, when only twenty- 
three years of age, was conſtituted lord treaſurer of Scotland, and next 
year appointed one of the commiſſioners for treating of the union, before 
the concluſion” of which, he was created lord Oronſay, Dunoon, and 
Aros, viſcount and earl of Iſla.

MARCHION ESS GREY, COUNTESS 
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PHE noble family of Grey, late dukes of Kent, was de ended from 
1 Rollo, or Fulbert, chamberlain to Robert duke of Normandy, from 
whom be had a grant of the caſtle and honour of Croy in Picarey, 
whence his poſterity Ade their ſurname, which was afterwards written 
de Grey. Rollo had a daughter, Arlotta, mother of William the Con- 
queror, and a ſoh, John, filed lord de Croy, Of this family was John 
de Grey, conſecrated biſhop of Norwich in the ſecond of king . john, 
1200, and elected to the archbiſhoprick of Canterbury in 1206 but pope 
Innocent III. oppoſing his advancement, he never obtained the. pall. 
_ He was; in the north on the king's buſineſs when that ſee became vacant; 
and, as biſhop; Godwin relates, being à man well ſeen in the laws of the 
realm, wiſe, and. of great integrity, in regard thereof the king was very 
deſirous to have him made archbiſhop of Canterbury, and ſent for him 
in all haſte. At his firſt coming to Canterbury he was folemnly eſected. 
and his election publiſhed in the church before the king and an infinite 
number of 8 Nevertheleſs the pope prevailed - with the monks 
to chuſe Stephen Langton, a cardinal of Rome ; on which the king was 
fired with ſuch indignation, that he baniſhed all the monks of S 
ſeized on their sand lands, and forbid Stephen Langton entrance in- 
to the realm. This ended in a conteſt which proved an irreparable da- 
mage to the whole kingdom, which was interdicted by the pope, the 

king excommunicated, and his kingdom given to the French. In 1210, 
on king John's departure from Ireland, after he had ſuppreſſed the Iriſh 
rebels, he left this John de Grey lord deputy ; and, as Cox, in his hiſtory 
of Ireland writes, he kept that kingdom in excellent order, being a man, 
according to Bale and Bieſeus, of a happy and facetious.wit 4 the know /- 
ledge of all good literature, eminent in counſel, ready and intelligent; 
and howſvuever in his words merry and jocund, yet in his actions, as oc- 
caſion did require, he-was ſevere and rigorous ; a lover and reverencer 
of all virtues, and a deſpiſer and rooter out of all*vices, . _ 

Being ſent for to England to aid the king in 1213, he left the govern- 
ment to Henry archbiſhop of Dublin; and next year died near Poitiers 
in his return (th Rome, and was buried in his own church of Norwich. 
His elder brother had left iſſue three ſons and two daughters. Walter, 
one of the ſons, was conſtituted 1 rd chancellor, in the ſeventh. of kin 
John; in the eleventh, was promoted to the ſee of Litchheld ; on the 
fourteenth. ſent on an embaſly to the emperor Otho IV. about certain 
affairs of moment; in the fifteenth ſent one of the plenipotentiaries to 
Ferrand, earl of Flanders, and traaſlated to the fee of Worteſter ; and in 
the ſeventeenth promoted to the fee of York, for which he was forted to 
pay to the pope a very large ſum, of money, He ſat as archbiſhop above 
thirty-nine years, in-which time he did many things for the good and 
benefit both of his ſee and church. He purchafed and gave to dis ſee the 
manor and church of Biſhop's-Thorpe, in the county of York; founded 
ſeveral chantries in different places gave to his church thirty-two ſumptu- 
ous copes; left a farge ſtock of cattle to his ſucceſſors, procuring the king 
to confirm that gift, and to 8 that every archbiſhop ſhould be bound 


to 
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to leave it as he found it; and bought to his ſee the houſe now called 
Whitehall, (and heretofore York Place) built by Hubert de B „earl 
of Kent, who died in 1243, and gave it to the friars ers in London. 
This archbiſhop died in the thirty - ninth of Edward III. 1255, at che bi. 
ſhop of London's palace at Fulham, and was buried in St. Peter's 
church at Vork. Sir Robert de Grey, the archbiſhop's elder brother, we a 
anceſtor to the barons Grey of Rotherfield, now extinct. Sir H de 
Grey, the youngeſt brother, had a t from king Richard I. in the fixth 
year of his reign, of the manor of "Thurrock, in Eſſex, which was confirm- 
ed by king John in the firſt year of his reign ; and in the firſt of Henry 
II. he had 4 grant of the manor of Grinſton, in the county of Notting- 
ham. His iſſue was three ſons, viz. Sir Richard, Sir John, and Wilh- 
am. Sir Richard had the family eſtate at Hemingford-Grey, in the county 
of Huntingdon, and alſo brakes, hip and was ſheriff of Northum- 
berland in the twentieth of Henry III is deſcendants, the barons Grey 
of Codnovre, in the county of Derby, terminated in Henry lord Grey, 
who died in the eleventh of Henry VII. 1496. William, the third fon, 
deſigned of St. Diacre or Sandiacre, in he county of Derby, was ſheriff of 
Lincolnſhire from the forty-ſixth to the fifty-firſt of Henry III.

Sir John de Grey, the ſecond fon, progenitor to the lords Grey, of Wil- 
tin, and of Ruthen, from whom the late duke of Kent deſcended, was 
ſeated at Eaton, near Fenny Stratford, in Buckinghamſhire. In the 
twenty-third of Henry III. he was ſheriff for the counties of Bucks and 
Bedford ; in the thirty-third, being then juſtice of Cheſter, had a grant of 
all the king's lands in Cheſhire and North Wales, to hold for one whole 
year, rendering the king five hundred marks for the ſame; in the thir- 
ty- ſeventh was made governor of Northampton caſtle; in the thirty-eighth 
ſtewardof all Gaſcoigne; inthe forty-firſt governor of the caſtleof Shrewſ-

ried to Sir Robert Greyſtock; and Anne, to John, lord Grey, of Wilton. 
George, the fourth, but only ſurviding fon, and fecond earl of Kent, 
was one of the principal perſons in the army ſent into France, under the 
command of "Jaſper Tudor, duke of Bedford, and John Vere, earl of 
Oxford ; as alſo one of the leaders of thoſe forces under Henry VII. 
which vanquiſhed John, earl of Lincoln, at the battle of Stoke, near 
Newark, in 1487; and, in 1497, on the rebellion of the Corniſh-men, 
under James, lord Audley, was chief of the Engliſh nobility that appeared 
againſt them; by whoſe valour they were overcome at Blackheath, in 
ent, He married, firſt, Anne, daughter to Richard Woodvite, or 
Widvile, earl Rivers, by whom he had a fon, Richard; and, ſecondly, 
Catharine, daughter to William Herbert, earl of Pembroke, he had three 
ſons and two daughters, viz. Sir Henry Grey, of Wreſt, in the county 
of Bedford; Anthony Grey, of Branſpeth, in the biſhopric of Durham; 
and Anne, wife of John, lord Huſſey, Of George, the ſecond ſon, and 
the other daughter, we have no account, This earl, George; died in 1506. 
Richard, third earl of Rent, and eldeſt ſon of the former, was elected 
knight of the Garter in the twentieth of Henry VII. and attended Henry 
VIII. at che ſiege of Therouenne, in 1513. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter to Sir William Huſſey, Knt. chief juſtice of the King's-bench, 
and died in 1524, without iſſue, after having much waſted his eſtate by 
ming. 

5 Sir Henry Grey, fourth earl of Kent by birth-right, and next brother 
to the former by the half-blood, not thinking his eſtate ſufficient to ſup- 
port the dignity, declined taking on him that dignity. By Anne, his 
wife, daughter of John Blenverhaſſet, of Frenſe, in Norfolk, Eſq; and 
coheir to her brother, of Southill, in Bedfordſhire, he had iſſue a ſon and 
daughter; the former of whom married Margaret, daughter of John, and 
fiſter to Oliver St. John, of Bletſhoe, in the county of Bedford, but de- 
clined the title of earl, as his father had done, he had iſſue three ſons, 
Reginald, Henry, and Charles. 


eginald, the eldeſt, having, by his frugality, much recovered the 


© eſtate, re - aſſumed the title of earl of Kent, in the thirteenth of Elizabeth,

Charles, eighth earl of Kent, and next brother of the former, married 
Suſan, daughter to Richard Cotton, of Bedhampton, in the county of 
Southampton, Eſq; by whom he had a ſon, and a daughter, Suſan, 
married to Sir Michael Longueville, fourth ſon of Sir Henry Longue- 
ville, of Wolverton, in the county of Bucks, Knt. who left iſſu e by the 
faid lady, Charles Longueville, ſummoned to parliament, in 1640, as 
lord Grey, of Ruthen, whoſe daughter and heir, Suſanna, became wife 
to Sir Henry Yelverton, of Baton Mauduit, in the county of Northamp- 
ton, Knt. anceſtor to the earl of Suſſex. His lordſhip died in 1625, at 
his manor-houſe of Blonham, and was buried by his brother, in the cha- 
pel at Flitton. — * 

- Henry, ninth earl of Kent, and only ſon of the former, married Eli- 
zabeth, ſecond of the three daughters and coheirs of Gilbert Talbot, ſe- 
venth earl of Shrewſbury, but died in 1639, at his houſe in White-friers, 
London, and was buried in the chapel adjoining to Flitton church. 

On the deceaſe of the ſaid Henry, earl of Kent, the title deſcended (by 
reaſon of the entail on the heirs-male) to Anthony Grey, then rector of 
the church of Burbache, in the county of Leiceſter, ſon of George, ſon 
of Anthony Grey, of Branſpeth, in the county-palatine of Durham, 
third ſon to George, the ſecond earl of Kent, as before obſerved. . 

This Anthony, who became tenth earl of Kent, was born at Branſpeth. 
When he got the rectory of Burbache, he preached conſtantly, and kept 
an hoſpitable houſe for the poor, according to his eſtate ; and after his 
acceſſion to the title of earl of Kent, he did not in the leaſt degree diſdain 
the ſpciety of the clergy, neither did he abate in the conſtancy of his 
preaching, ſo long as he was able to get into the pulpit. He was ſum- © 
moned as a to parliament, but excuſed himſelf by reaſon of his age 
and infirmities. Such was his — and ſanctity, that he was truly 
reverenced by all who knew him. By his wife, Magdalen, daughter of

H E antient barony of Strange, of Knockyn, came into the Stan- 
: ley family, as we obſerved in our account of that family, by a fe- 
male ; for Sir 3 Stanley, eldeſt ſon of Thomas, firſt earl of Derby, 
having married Joan, daughter of John, baron Strange, of Knockyn, 
had, in her right, ſummons to parliament from 1482 to 1497. Aſter 
his deceaſe, the barony was enjoyed by his deſcendants down to Ferdi- 
nando, fifth earl of Derby ; but by this earl's death, without male iſſue, 
the ſame became in abeyance between his three daughters, and ſo conti- 
nues to this day, each of theſe ladics having many repreſentatives now liv- 
ing. However, James, ſeventh earl of Derby, before he ſucceeded to that 
honour, had ſummons to parliament in 1627, as baron Strange, of 
Knockyn, His lordſhip had three daughters, of whom one only, Ame- 
lia-Sophia, married to John, marquis of Athol, had ifſue; whence, 
upon the death of his grandſon, James Stanley, tenth earl of Derby, 
without iſſue, the barony of Knockyn devolved upon James Murray, 
duke of Athole, grandſon to the before-mentioned lady Amelia-Sophia. 
All the Scontilh antiquarians agree, that the ſurname of Murray is 
among the moſt ancient of their country, and that the family poſſeſſed 
large eſtates in Perthſhire, and other pa ts of the North of Scotland, as 
early as the ninth and tenth centuries. They are generally ſuppoſed to 
have aſſumed their ſurname from the county of Murray, which is ſaid to 
have been anciently their inheritance. 
Friſkinus de Moravia made a great figure in the reign of David I. (who 
ſacceeded to the Scottiſh crown 1n 1124, and died in 1153) and was pro- 
rietor of many lands in different parts of that kingdom ; but the elder- 
| 9 of his male offspring terminated in Friſkin de Moravia, who died 
in the year 1248, leaving only two danghters, viz. Helen, married to 
Sir Regnold de Cheyne, who had with her the eſtate of Duffus, where 
the chief ſeat of the family had been ; and Chriſtian, wedded to William 
de Frederith. Sir John de Moravia, ſuppoſed to be grandſon of the firſt 
Friſkin, and the undoubted anceltor of the preſerit duke and ducheſs of 
Athole, was a very conſiderable perſon in the reigns of William the Lion, 
and Alexander II. and had a brother, Gilbert, — was conſecrated bi ſho 
of Caithneſs in the year 1222. He died about 1225, leaving a ſon 
ſucceſſor, Malcolm, who was high ſheriff of Perthſhire, as his father had 
been, the greateſt part of the family eſtate lying in that county. He had 
iſſue two ſons, Sir John, and Sir William; the latter of whom marrying

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Adda, daughter of Maliſe, ſeneſchal of Strathern, obtained, by her, tlie 
lands of Tullibardin, which were confirmed to him by charter from Henry, 
ſon of Maliſe, dated on the eve of All- Saints, in the year 1284. Sir 
William was one of the Scotch barons who were ſummoned to Berwick, 
in 1292, by Edward I. of England; and ſubmitted, in conſequence of 
that monarch's determination, to John Baliol. . By the ſaid Adda he 
left a ſon and ſucceſſor, 24 

Sir Andrew Murray, who made a donation to the monks of Inchaffrie, 
ſor the health of his own ſoul, &c. but having eſpouſed the intereſt of 
Edward Baliol againſt David Bruce, was beheaded at Perth, in 1432. 
He left a ſon, Sir William Murray, father of john Murray, who got a 

rant from Sir Alexander de Abernethy, '6f the lands of Pickerling, in 
the county of Fife. His ſon, Sir Walter Murray, obtained not only a 
charter of confirmation, under the great ſeal, of the lands of Tullibardin, 
. &c. but alſo grants of # great many other lands. He made a conſiderable 
donation to the monaſtery of Culroſs, and died in 1390, leaving iſſue a 
ſon and ſucceſſor,- _ _ | * 

Sir David, who was firſt deſigned of Gaſk, and had the honour of 
knighthood from king James I. in the year 1424. He founded and en- 
dowed the collegiate church of Tullibardin, which was dedicated to the 
Honour of our bleſſed Saviour, and afterwards became a good proviſion 
for the remote branches of the founder's family.

Sir William, eldeſt ſon of Sir David, was ſheriff of Perth under kin 
James II. and III. and, in the reign of the former, had alſo been ſheriff 
of the county of Bamff, and one of the plenipotentiaries in a treaty with 
the Engliſh. He was created by the latter, a knight; and by Margaret, 
His wiſe, daughter of Sir John Colquhoun, of Luſs, lord high chamber- 
Jain of Scotland, is ſaid to have had ſeventeen ſons, from whom many 
different families of the name claim their pedigree. However, he was 
ſucceeded by a ſon of his own name, who received the honour of knight- 
hood from king James III. to whom he faithfully adhered ; and, in con- 
fidefation of his eminent ſervices, obtained, in 1482, the ſfewarty of 
Strathern, and lordſhip of Balquhidder, by charter, which was ratified in 
Parliament, in 1492. In 1495, he was employed in concluding a treaty 

with the Engliſh ; and, in 1509, departed this life, in great favour and 
eſteem with his ſovereign, f

J John Murray, firſt earl of Athol of the ſurname of Murray, was a faith- 
ful adherent to the cauſe of Charles I. for whoſe ſervice he raiſed about 
2000 of his men againſt the earl of Argyle ; but died in the year 1642. 
His lordſhip married Jean, daughter of Sir Duncan Campbell, of Gle- 
norchy, by whom he had two ſons and a daughter, viz. John, his ſuc- 
ceſſor; Mungo, who was lieutenant of the guards at the reſtoration of 
king Charles II. and died unmarried ; and lady Anne, who was married 
to her couſin, James, earl of Tullibardin, but had no iſſue to him. 
John, the eldeſt ſon, and ſecond earl of Athol of the family of Murray, 
with his father's titles and eſtate, inherited his loyal principles.
